GREEK WAR REPORT: PART TWO 


For the last few weeks, we have been under a severe attack 
from the Greek state. People have been arrested and 
sentenced to many years in prison, due to well-set up cases 
by the police. This was only the beginning of what was to 
happen since the 14th of November in Salonica and Ath¬ 
ens, which led to the arrest of 504 people on during the 
night of November 17. We feel that the attack will 
continue. We are against the wall of silence. We depend 
on your actual solidarity, as all our acts from now on are 
under the danger of direct repression, with new arrests 
and more companions in prison. Once more we have to 
join our hearts—to join our hearts with those who struggle 
all over the world, from the peasants of Mexico, to the 
proletarians of the European metropolis—in one pulse. 
The pulse of freedom and human dignity.

jHASTA LA VICTORIA SEMPRE! 

Please pass this matter for discussion in your communities in 
order to escalate actions of solidarity against the repression 
that the fascist regime, with the social democratic mask, 
exercises, in order to exterminate, politically and morally, all 
parts of society with resistance dynamics. We give power to 
each other by our presence and actions. On November 14, an 
assembly took place by 150 anarchists in a central spot of 
Thessaloniki (Kamara), aimed at demonstrating solidarity to 
the anarchist, K. Kalaremas, who was arrested on November 
11. Following arrest, Kalaremas immediately initiated a hun¬ 
ger strike with the demand to be released. The platform of the 
assembly was solidarity to Kalaremas and all political prison¬ 
ers. 

Kalaremas was arrested as a suspect of two armed bank 
robberies in Athens. There is no evidence against him, apart 
from the testimony of another person (Agelidis) accused of 
the crime. Kalaremas was turned in by Agelidis, for being his 
companion in the operation, while being interrogated in the 
national security offices. After Kalaremas was arrested, a 
bank employee stated that she recognized him in the police 
station. A short time before, the police broke into Kalaremas’ 
home, but found no proof of his guilt As of November 27, 
Kalaremas completed 16 days of hunger strike. He has been 
transferred to a hospital because his health is in serious 
danger. 

Before the solidarity demonstration in Thessaloniki 
was to start, on November 14, the SPG (Special Police Group 
riot squad) forces were already double that of the demonstra¬ 
tors. The quickly surrounded the demo and attacked it. For 
several minutes, the demonstrators were violently beat up by 
the police. The demonstration was split up and four people 
were arrested. After this incident, the remaining demonstra¬ 
tors squatted the building of Theological faculty. 1 After 
repeated calls on through the two self-managed radio stations 
(“Kivotos” and “Utopia”), more people, sensitive to state 
repression and the outlawing of the demo, gathered together. 

On the following day, information was organized and 
given to passersby and the inhabitants of the area, the let them 
know the situation. That same evening, after a general 
meeting to discuss the situation, half of the squatters at¬ 
tempted an assembly in front of the building. Meanwhile, the 
other half of the squatters guarded the real of the building. An 
attack by the police was expected, but these actions were 
decided upon in order to break the climate of terror imposed 
by oppressive state forces. Four 15 minutes, slogans were 
shouted and leaflets were distributed. When the assembly 


^he universities in Greece have traditionally been an asylum tor 
demonstrators. The police cannot invade property of the 
univerities without permission from the university authorities. 


ventured a few meters from the yard of the faculty building, 
it was attacked by the SPG and dozens of motorcycle cops. 

Many people came running back to the University 
asylum and the following police attacked was instantly re¬ 
pulsed by peoplecovering the back of the assembly. The SPG 
continued to surround the building for several hours. Natu¬ 
rally, during both days, the civil police too over the whole area 
around and inside the University, making ID checks and 
blocking access to people coming nearer. On that night, a 
squatters meeting decided to keep the building, at least until 
the following afternoon, when the four arrested people would 
be processed. Also a decision was made to further escalate in 
relation to the results of the trial, as well as the 22nd anniver¬ 
sary of the Polytechnic school revolt In recent years, this day 
has been established as the general “mobilization” day, in 
commemoration of the 1973 revolt against the dictatorship. 

All of the matters mentioned previously are taking 
place in a wider climate of social unrest All of which has been 
escalating in recent weeks, starting by striking workers, 
student mobilizations, an uprising at the prison of Koridalles 
in Athens and solidarity uprisings at five others, and riots on 
the nights of November 15 & 16 at the Polytechnic school in 
Athens in solidarity to the Thessaloniki Theological school 
squatting. 

On Thursday, November 16, a new demonstration is 
organized in Thessaloniki, called by leftists and students, in 


In order to defend ourselves against the syndi¬ 
cate of crime, we organize in Salonica, Athens, 
and Patra an initiative against state repres¬ 
sion. Ourpurpose is to do work on all grounds; 
counter information, publicity, financial sup¬ 
port, through our presence in the streets, al¬ 
ways against the handlers of society: The 
media. In this initiative, there are anarchists, 
people in occupied houses, left-wing radicals; 
all as individuals and not as members of our 
political party. Decisions are only made by 
open general plenum. This initiative calls fora 
march on November23, open to everyone who 
wants to act against state repression. There 
are also plenums in Athens and PAtra with 
similar calls for a march on the same day. 

(This was part of an anouncement of the 
march on November 23, in Salonica, in which 
over 100 people participated). 


which the squatters from the Theological school intend to take 
part. The police declare that if the students don’t distinguish 
their position from the “subversive elements,” as well as shout 
insulting slogans at the police, then the demo will be beaten. 
The left wing demonstrators accepted to distinguish them¬ 
selves from the squatters, marched 100 meters on their own 
and then dispersed under their own will. Also that, the squat 
was abandoned in order to seek new ways of struggle and 
make possible the massive participation of people to the 
anniversary of the Polytechnic school ’73 demo. It was a 
common decision by all, to “go out on the street” as often as 
possible. This was taking the basic idea of approaching every 
day people, to collapse the climate of terror imposed on the 
antiauthoritarian scene. 

On Friday, November 17, the day for the traditional 
demo for the Polytechnic school anniversary is to take place. 
The block of anarchists was very dynamic, despite police 
provocations. The demo ended, without riot incidents, at the 
Polytechnic in Thessaloniki. 

The following day, at noon, the four people arrested at 
the November 14 demo, Paris Sofos, Iliaz Hatziliadis, Yannis 
Anagnostou and Sofia Kiritsi, were judged. At the same time 


Sofia Kiritsi was taken to the hospital because of injuries on 
her head and neck after being “taken care of’ at the central 
Thessaloniki security offices. After being postponed from 
Thursday, the trial of the other three were held later on 
Saturday evening, after Sofia was transported to the hospital. 

The fact that the trial was set up was evident to all of 
those who were present To begin, the court authorities were 
bias because the prosecuting attorney was the same one who 
signed the decree to attack the demo on November 14. As 
well, the president of the court is also the wife of the chief cop 
in the powerful Toumba District Police Station, headquarters 
of the combat cops in Solonica. All objections of bias made 
by the defense were overruled. As well, the president of the 
court, helped the witnesses of the prosecution by dictating 
their answers in the form of questions, all the while rudely 
attacking the defense lawyers and witnesses, insulting them 
and not letting them complete their testimonies. In the early 
morning, after almost eight hours of procedure, the trial 
stopped in order to continue on Monday at noon. The 
prosecuting attorney recommended sentences of three and a 
half years(!) for all of the defendants. 

The final penalties were handed down on Monday, 
November 20: Three and a half years for Paris Sofos, Iliaz 
Hatziliadis and two and half years for Yannis Anagnostou. 
We should point out that, ever since the dictatorship in 
Greece, no one has been accused for their stance against the 
state regime. It is also remarkable that appeals by the defense 
for suspended sentences were not accepted. As well, Yannis 
Anagnostou and six stitches in his head from cop batons and 
filed a prosecution against them. Despite this, the accusations 
against the defendants were swearing at authority, resistance 
against authority and stance against authority by coordinated 
action. They were judged as “public dangers for social safety 
and peace.” While solidarity demonstrators were leaving the 
court, SPG forces and combatcops surrounded them, kicking 
and clubbing them, (luckily) unsuccessfully attempted to 
arrest one person.

At 12:00 noon, on Thursday, November 23, the trial of 
Sofia Kiritsi was scheduled to take place. A demonstration 
against state oppression was organized to coincide with the 
trial. Over 1000 people participated in the demonstration, 
shouting slogans against state repression and solidarity to all 
imprisoned social fighters. The cops putconstant pressure on 
the demo, but they did not attack. Following the demo, there 
was a gathering at the Architectural school to discuss the next 
actions to take. On Sunday, November 26, demonstrations 
took place outside the prisons of Thessaloniki in a show of 
solidarity to our companions.

ATHENS CASE 

In Athens, on the day of the anniversary of the uprising 
against the dictatorship (1967-74), a huge section of the 
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march (about 1700 people) were forced to find refuge in the 
Polytechnic school. This was a result of the massive use of 
chemical gas against the demonstrators by cops. There was no 
way out for the demonstrators as police surrounded the place. 
The cops would not even allowing doctors or ambulances to 
enter the university to take care of the those injured by the 
chemical war. The squatters of the Polytechnic negotiated a 
peaceful way out and demanded guarantees of their safety 
(there were a large number of children in the university at the 
time). Of course, this was not accepted by the authorities. 
According to statements from the head of the university, the 
police had already decided to break the university asylum 2 . 
During the night, there were long negotiations between the 
head of the university, Makatos, and the cops, because no¬ 
body wanted to take political responsibility of what was going 
to happen. 

At 8:00 AM (Saturday) the police stormed the univer¬ 
sity and divided the occupiers into groups, according to some 
criteria (underage, students, workers). In all, 504 people were 


2 We have to note that from the beginning of the events, there 
were TV cameras in central points around the fights in both 
Athens and Salonica, ready to record the faces and actions, 
while under the protection of the cops. The whole thing was set 
up very well for the media. Footage from the events was 
broadcast on all channels as a violent TV serial, an “outburst of 
youth with no morals” (!), a non-political action. For the whole 
night, not not once was it mentioned by by the media cops, 
“journalists,” why the whole thing was taking place. The squat¬ 
ters at the university in Athens kept announcing that the action 
was in solidarity to the comrades in Thessaloniki, to the anar¬ 
chist hungerstriker K. Kalaremas, and to the prisoners of 
Koridallos. Once more, the alliance between state terrorists, 
cops, judges, and the media was again proven, thanks to their 
reporting, they managed to legalize the police brutality. 


arrested. Some were sent to the police court and some were 
set free, in order to be put on trial later. There were 136 people 
immediately judged in the police courts, with various accusa¬ 
tions (damage, insult & resistance to cops, burning of flags, 
etc....). There were also invasions of people’s homes and 
research centers. The building of the Anarchist Archives was 
invaded and attacked by cops. 

On that same day (Saturday, November 18), printed 
materials were distributed and a demonstration, with over 
1000 participants, too place. This demo was very dynamic, 
ending outside the security headquarters in Athens 3 .

FREEDOM TO ALL ARRESTED DEMONSTRATORS;

which in fact makes it easier for repression to be brought 
against each one of them. The fight of the workers outside the 
state ministries, the students and squatters at the universities, 
and the pensioner demonstrations, are all the nothing but the 
start. We are denouncing the sentences that intend to annihi¬ 
late social fighters. We’re denouncing the transformation of 
political fighters into penal criminals (As the case of G. 
Balafas who was sentenced to 10 years in prison after the State 
Department’s suggestion to construct elements of the pros¬ 
ecution, or the fours years sentence of N. Karanikas in 
military prison, or of the sentence of G. Kritikopoulos to 12 
years for throwing one Molotov, or...). We’re denouncing the 
violation of the Polytechnic school asylum (an event that 
happened before in 1985, ’91 and ’92) and the arrest of 504 
fighters in Athens. We remind everybody that this is only the 
beginning. We’re denouncing the judiciary fiasco that con¬ 
demned the Thessaloniki demonstrators to 3 and half and two 
and a half year sentences because they stepped on the asphalt 
This was considered to be resistance against authority(!!!). 
We are denouncing the chemical war, which the authorities 
have declared on us, while baptizing us violent criminals 
through their media. The journalistic lies the plebiscites of 
ANTI (major, conservative, right wing media enterprise that 
made public statements) which turned the TV screen into an 
arena for hunt by the cops of those who were shut inside the 
Polytechnic school. All of these things are nothing but the 
start!

FED UP? TAKE IT TO THE FBI, FEBRUARY 6, 1 995: 
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INTERNATIONAL PROTEST AGAINST FRI AROSE AND TERRORISM 


AND FOR JUSTICE FOR LEONARD PELTIER

The time is long overdue to put the spotlight 
of attention upon the political police force of the 
US; the Federal Bureau of Intimidation (FBI). 
The Leonard Peltier Defense Committee has asked 
that all supporters of Leonard Peltier and all 
activists that stand for social justice and against 
FBI abuse, to mark the twentieth anniversary of 
the arrest of Leonard, by holding nonviolent 
rallies at the offices of the FBI and outside the US 
at US Embassies and Consulates on February 6, 
1995. 

The US government likes to present itself to 
the world as the leader in the cause of justice and 
freedom. But the fact of the matter is, within the 
US there is a political police force that is used to 
suppress opposition to the social/economic/po¬ 
litical policies of the government of the United ^ 
States of America. From the early days of the 
FBI, when it was used to suppress the Indus¬ 
trial^Workers of the World (TWW), through^ 
the "Red Scare" of the ’50s. Then against ^ i 
the Civil Rights Movement, anti-war S 
movement, women’s movement and la-"*' 
bor movement of the ’60s. Then againstTJ 
the Black Panther Party, American In- 
dian Movement, Puerto Rican Indepen- ' 
dence Movement, the Chicano Movement, £ 
other movements of poor and oppressed 
peoples and the alternative press in the ’ 60s ^ 
and 70’s. Again in the late ’70s it was used 
against the antinuclear movement and again 
against the Central American Solidarity Move¬ 
ment and Sanctuary Movement in the early ’80s. 
In the late ’80s and ’90s it was used against the 
environmental movement, including Earth First! 
and the IWW. Through the years, the FBI has 
said that it was only trying to “save” America 
from so-called “violent groups,” but the truth is 
they also had long campaigns against such noted 
nonviolent activists as Dr. Martin Luthor King, 
Jr. and Cesar Chavez. There is no one that dares 
speak out against the US government that is safe 
from the FBI! 

The FBI has no moral values. It will use any 
and all tactics in can, including break-ins, bur¬ 
glaries, personal slander, false legal charges, en¬ 
trapment, illegal wiretaps, bad jacking, falsified 
evidence, intimidating witnesses, death threats, 
arson, bombing, murder and attempted assassi¬ 
nations. On the Pine Ridge Reservation in the 
’70s, the FBI even organized, armed, trained, 
Financed and gave direction to a “death squad” 
that murdered over 66 people in just over two 


years. 

The February 6 international protest is a call 
for the end of FBI abuse and terrorism. It is also 
a call for justice for Leonard Peltier and for 
Congressional hearings into the FBI abuse against 
Leonard and the traditional OglalaLakota people 
of the Pine Ridge Reservation. We need the help 
of every person and every organization that be¬ 
lieves in social justice in organizing for that day, 
so that as a united people we can send a powerful 
message to the US government that we will not 
tolerate its abuses, hypocrisy and lies any longer.

BACKGROUND ON THE CASE 
OF LEONARD PEIIIER 

Leonard Peltier is a Chippewa/Lakota, Ameri¬ 
can Indian Movement activists and pipe carrier who 
was framed on the charge of killing two FBI agents 
on the Pine Ridge Reservation in South Dakota on 
June 26,1975. The firefight that day was the direct 
result of the federal government’s policy of sup¬ 
pression of traditional Native resistance to the 
government’s greedy plans. In the case of Pine 
Ridge, the corporations and their government wanted 
uranium for the production of their weapons of 
mass death. They also sought to cover up the 
contamination from uranium mining of the Chey¬ 
enne River and the groundwater beneath Pine Ridge. 
To this aim the federal government helped organize 


a death squad and in the two years before the 
firefight homes were shot up, many people, includ¬ 
ing Elders and children, were wounded, and over 60 
traditional and AIM people were killed. Traditional 
Lakota Elders asked AIM for help and a camp was 
set up. 

The day before the shootout, part of Pine 
Ridge was turned over to the federal government, in 
a secret meeting in Washington. Also, on that day 
federal agents came into the area overlooking the 
AIM camp and many of the death squad members 
moved their families off Pine Ridge. On June 26, 
1975, two cars came speeding down the dirt road 
leading into the camp in the same manner that the 
death squads used in their “drive by” shootings 
throughout the area. The AIM people defended 
themselves from what they saw as another murder- 
ous attack. In the firefight that ensued, one AIM 
member and two FBI agents died. 

In the first trial of those the federal govern- 
* ment held responsible, two AIM members were 
JL found to have acted in self defense and were 
acquitted by an all-white jury. Leonard was 
- then extradited from Canada based upon 
false affidavits. His trial was moved to a 
smaller, racist town and the case was given 
to a known racist judge. At his trial his 
Lawyers were not allowed to give same evi¬ 
dence that was presented at the first trial 
which proved that AIM had only acted in self 
defense. The federal government also fabri¬ 
cated evidence, intimidated witnesses, and spied 
on the defense team. Leonard was convicted and 
sentenced to two consecutive life terms in prison. 
Over the years Leonard’s lawyers have disproved 
the government’s case but his appeal for a new trial 
were turned down.

COMPASSION FOR ANIMALS IS A VIOLENT CRIME!

On September 13, a demonstration was held 
at the Royal Courts of Justice in central London 
in protest of the severe sentencing of animal 
rights activist Keith Mann. Keith’s “crimes” for 
which he was convicted (including incitement to 
criminal acts, the possession of materials said to 
be used in the construction of explosives, the 
wreaking of meat vehicles, and escape from cus¬ 
tody while a remand prisoner, resulted in him 
being sentenced to 14 years imprisonment—as a 
rule, a sentence given only to the most violent 
criminals. Such a sentence is not jystice, but the 
criminalization of caring. 

The Justice for Keith Mann campaign exists 
in highlighting such injustice. The mentioned 
demonstration, itself well attended, being the 
first of many protests, which at this time of the 
utmost importance as Keith’s right to appeal will 
soon be heard on court.

To whomever It may concern, 

This letter Is In regard to the rumors 
that have been flourishing about Chaos 
Day 1996 happening In Eugene next Au¬ 
gust. I must admit, It did seem like a good 
idea last August, when I began promot¬ 
ing It over the Internet. However, some 
events that occurred at a show I put on 
changed my outlook on the concept of 
Chaos Days. 

On August 15,1 booked a show with 
Whorehouse of Representatives, Toxic 
Narcotic, Anti-Flag and a few other bands 
at the only small, all-ages venue in Eu¬ 
gene: Icky’s Teahouse. During the course 
of the night, a number of drunken 
“crustles” took It upon themselves to 
“fuck shit up.” Now I have no problem 
with smashing churches, corporations, 
police cars, etc., but those ignorant few 
decided to start the class war by going 
over to the Section 8 housing complex 
(homes for poor women and children) 
across the street and smashed up every¬ 
thing In sight. Their search for chaos 
continued by throwing bottles at cars 
passing the venue, kicking in car win¬ 
dows throughout the neighborhood 
(which is very poor to begin with), and 
eventually getting into a fist fight with 
the proprietor of Icky’s. 

Needless to say, Icky’s was shut 
down for punk shows, and out little scene 
was dealt a harsh blow. Luckily, the 
owner Is a pretty understanding and very 
supportive Individual and has allowed us 
to start having shows again. 

This event, In addition to other events 
earlier In the summer when another group 
of “crustles” took It upon themselves to 
ruin two shows, and even by what I wit¬ 
nessed during the Chaos Days in SF, has 
had a definite Impact on my attitude 
towards any type of punk gathering. 

I have found the nihilistic, apathetic 
and generally stupid attitudes held by 
the majority of the “crustles” I have en¬ 
countered to be anything but conductive 
to the goals of any punk gathering or 
social movement Therefore, myself and 
the others Involved In working on the 
gathering to be held the first week (or 
weekend, depending on how things 
shape up) of August 1996, have decided 
not to call It Chaos Days. Rather, we have

SAVE OUR SQUAT! 



LADRONKA 

October '95 

The campaign in the support of the squat 
Ladronka began in February and continues to this 

day. 

At the end of May, a public meeting was 
arranged within the grounds of Ladronka (a former 
farmhouse) and was attended by approximately 
50 people. Squatters, Trade officials, investors 
and local people from the neighborhood, all par¬ 
ticipated in the discussions. At this meeting the 
firm Terminal Club presented to the public for the 
first time its project for the transformation of 
Ladronka into a hotel. However, the neighbors 
attending the meeting showed complete support 
for the squatters and refused outright the hotel 
project. Nonetheless, despite the comments and 
opinions of the locals and squatters, the city 
council representative declared that the financial 
needs were more important. 

However, the reconstruction of Ladronka as 
a hotel would seriously damage the historical 
character of the building and, moreover, would 
have a very negative impact on the surrounding 
environment. The farmhouse is situated in the 
middle of a park, and if the hotel was constructed, 
it would be necessary to build roads, a parking lot 
and other infrastructure—all extremely detrimen¬ 
tal to the park environment. 

In July, the squatters organized their next 
protest demonstration. During the march (in 
which 500 people to part), participants carried 
slogan banners such as "Eviction is not a solu¬ 
tion" and "Money + Profit = New Jails." The 
demo passed through the center of Prague and 
culminated in a "happening" outside the town 
hall. 

Throughout the summer, the squatters con¬ 
tinued to repair the house and arranged many 
concerts. Friends from Poland again showed 
their support for the Autonomous Center project 
by demonstrating in front of the Czech Embassy 
in Warsaw. The gathering (of more than 150 
people) was organized by Polish anarchist groups. 
One popular slogan was "Hands off Ladronka!" 
The anarchists also handed over a protest letter to 
the Czech president. 

A festival against the impending eviction 
and in celebration of two years of Ladronka was 
held over four days from August 31 to September 
3. Several hardcore and reggae bands performed 
as well as the theater group Teater Novogo Fronta. 
A photographic exhibition called "Life in a Squat" 
also coincided with the festival. 

Just prior to the festival a cozy underground 
wine bar and tearoom was opened in the cellar. In 
addition to this, a new infoshop, specifically for 


anarchist, environmental and alternative litera¬ 
ture came into being. As part of the festival, a 
demo was held on September 2. Between 300 and 
500 people (including members of autonomous 
groups from Poland and western Europe) again 
demonstrated for Ladronka and against state hous¬ 
ing policy. Aside from traditional slogan ban¬ 
ners, also new ones appeared: "Free housing for 
free people", "Houses for people, not for specu¬ 
lators." This demonstration also culminated at 
the town hall. 

In mid-September, new important informa¬ 
tion emerged that the Terminal Club had not been 
given sufficient funds from its foreign partner to 
begin reconstruction works. It seems that after 
monitoring press coverage of the protest, and 
upon hearing the publicity generated by the cam¬ 
paign, the foreign company had become reluctant 
to finance the project. 

Later however, the Trade Company director 
announced to the media, "If we get enough fi¬ 
nance, we will ask squatter once again to leave. If 
they don’t, they will be forcibly removed." Ac¬ 
cording to an additionally signed contract, works 
should begin in spring of '96 (original version 
cited the date September '95). 

Under the influence of this new information 
we do not believe that the situation is lost—the 
struggle for the Autonomous Center will con¬ 
tinue. Ladronka has much support from NGO’s 
including HOST (Citizen's Solidarity and Toler¬ 
ance Movement—a civic initiative acting against 
discrimination and violence in society), the Stu¬ 


dents Club, and others. 

With a long, cold winter coming up we 
would appreciate any form of help from any¬ 
where. There is a possibility that we will be given 
another alternative site for the realization of our 
project, and with parliamentary elections taking 
place next year, many possibilities still exist! 

The situation is still open—its just up to us 
and our friends at home and abroad to resist the 
pressure of power and money.

But 
despite these odds we remain hopeful and refuse 
to give up!

Interview with “Dump/’, world-traveler, dumpster 
score king and seeker of the lost tribes of anarchy- 
punks. Hours after this interview, Dumpy left 
Minneapolis by rails for Nogales, Mexico. 

How did you acquire the name? 

I think one of the meanings is because Pm always 
dumpster diving, primarily for food, butforall kinds 
of other items as well, like clothing, sleeping bags 
and stuff like that. I think it’s also because Pm 
always shitting. Maybe due to the fact that I eat so 
much, I always shit so much too! I think it's got kind 
of both meanings and ifs stuck. 

When did you begin dumpster diving? 

Eight or nine years ago now 1 think. It started out 
just hitting convenience stores and 7-11’s and 
Dunkin Donuts and things like that and then gradu¬ 
ally went to health food stores and health food 
distributors, beer distributors and things like that. 
It started out on the East Coast when I first started 
traveling. It was before I started riding trains. I was 
hitch hiking around when I got picked up by people 
who were talking about dumpster diving and it just 
started from there. 

When you lived in New York City, did you live 
in a squat? 

I’ve lived in a couple squats there. In most recent 
years I lived in C squat off and on. The past couple 
of years I have been traveling so much thatJ’m not 
there so often. I guess I lived in C squat off and on 
for five or six years, but prior to that I lived in the 
squat on 8th St., which burned down a couple 
years ago. I lived in a couple other buildings before 
that. 

When you squatted, were you able to survive 
without working? 

Yeah, I have always just been able to dumpster 
dive enough food for myself and my friends as well. 
The only time I worked when I lived in New York 
was one time when I was a bicycle messenger, but 
I got fired because I stunk too much. So I didn’t 
have that job very long! 

What was your best dumpster score? 

I would have to say it was this dumpster we scored 
last week or so. It was a collective effort. In about 
three days or so, about two tons of food came out 
6f this one dumpster. A bunch of people went over 
to [Slug’s] house, and they had gone out and 
gotten like 35 cases of soy milk. Then we went out 
and got like 40 cases of not dogs and tofu steaks, 
pita bread and stuff. Between a bunch of people 
we went out and got all of this food. It was at some 
wholesale healthfood warehouse on the Minne¬ 
apolis, St. Paul border. That was the most phe¬ 
nomenal score I had ever seen. 

What did you do with most of this food? 

Here in Minneapolis it’s not a problem to get rid of 
it because there’s so many punks. You can always 
distribute it among the various houses. There 
have been a few times in other cities where it has 
been frustrating because I don’t know very many 





people. Then I’ll make a 
run down to the soup 
kitchen or something, put it 
in a shopping cart or some¬ 
thing and try to give it all 
away. 

Have you ever helped out 
with Food not Bombs ? 

A couple times in New York 
with Dirtbag Mike and a 
fewtimesinSan Francisco, 
but never on a real long¬ 
term basis. I would have 
like to, but I have never 
stayed put long enough to 
get seriously involved. 

You seem to have 
changed your appear¬ 
ance since the last time 
you were in Minneapolis. 

Why did you cut your hair 
and beard? 

Yeah, I’m definitely looking 
pretty clean these days, but 
I guess the stink is still stay¬ 
ing with me. My clothes 
have been a lot cleaner and next time you see me 
I will be even cleaner after I get back from Nogales 
[Mexico]. 

Is this because of traveling? 

It’s not so much because of traveling. When 1 
travel, I am riding trains and I can be as dirty as I 
wanna be. It’s for crossing international borders 
and it definitely helps to be as clean as you can be, 
especially if you’re crossing back into the US. I’ve 
been out of the country so much lately, that I try to 
be as clean as possible. Especially when traveling 
in South and Central America and I was in Brazil 
illegally for four or five months. 

When did you first start hopping freight trains ? 
I guess about six or seven years ago. Me and 
Dirtbag Mike started when we were traveling to¬ 
gether. I met Mike in New Orleans, in a soup line, 
and we ended up traveling to Florida and the East 
Coast together. At some point we ended up in Salt 
Lake City. We were getting tired of hitch hiking and 
getting asked to leave people’s vehicles because 
of the way we smell. Well, when we got to Salt 
Lake, we saw all of these drunken tramps out 
there. People on crutches, drunken Vietnam Vets 
and we knew they we are traveling by train. We 
figured if all these guys were getting on trains, who 
barely put one foot in front of the other, then it can’t 
be that difficult. So that’s where we started and it 
was great because from there we went to Las 
Vegas . There we dumpstered food and people 
gave us all of these food coupons where you can 
go into the casinos and eat for free. The we just 
continued riding to California and all the way back 
up to the Northwest. 

How did you figure out where the traihttM^e 


going? 

At first we weren’t so sure! It was a lot of trial and 
error. From Salt Lake you can go just about 
anywhere in the country. You can travel back out 
east to Denver or out west to Las Vegas or Oak¬ 
land. It was summertime, so we weren’t all that 
concerned. We just wanted to ride and see where 
that would take us. After that we decided to go to 
the library and make copies of the railroad maps. 
Then we had train maps and we could just figure 
out which trains would go where from that. We 
would also talk to the workers as well. 

Have you ever got on the wrong train? 

A couple times, not so often though. In the 
beginning, before we knew the lines, we would 
think we were on a particular line and we would be 
on another one. After we started talking to the 
workers, and started looking at the railroad maps, 
things began to work out a lot better. 

Ever been busted for riding trains? 

Only twice, Once was due in part to [a friend], or not 
so much [that friend], but her dog. There were 
eightofus and [a dog] and we were going out to the 
01 POLLOI show last year. We were trying to get 
[the dog] off the train and we were having a really 
hard time, ft was a big dog, and ifs first time riding, 
so we had a hard time getting her off. Then the 
railroad police came up. Four of us had already 
run out of the train yard and four of us were still in 
the yard. We went back to see what was going on 
and we all ended up in jail for three or four days. 
[The dog] ended up in doggy jail for five days, so 
she spent the most time in jail. I went to jail one 
other time because some “bull” had seen us and 
spent two days in jail in Wisconsin. 
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Do the railroad workers harass you at all? 

Generally not. It depends on the line and the 
company. The lines from the Rocky Mountains out 
to the West Coast tend to be pretty mellow. The 
lines from the east of the Mississippi River tend to 
be a little harder. You can still ride them, you just 
have to use more caution and make sure you’re 
not seen as much. 

Where in the trains do you usually ride? 

I depends on the season and the weather. Like 
this trip I plan tonight, I plan to just ride in the units, 
riding the back engines so I can stay warm. If If s 
summer than I don’t have much of a preference. 
Have you even been thrown off a train by the 
engineers? 

No, never. In fact, most times when the engineers 
see me, I will ask to make sure I can ride back 
there. A lot of times the engineers will come back 
to see if you’re OK and offer you food or water. A 
couple of times I was riding with a friend and we 
had our mountain bikes with us because we rode 
from New York to Florida. We wanted to get to 
NewOrteans, but we were sick of riding. So we just 
put our bikes up on a grain car and the conductors 
and crew would come back and let us know when 
they were going to stop. When we got to New 
Orleans, they stopped so we could get our bikes 
off. Most times they’re pretty helpful. 

How many people do you usually travel with? 
That depends; anywhere from myself or one other 
person, to a large groups. I remember one time 
when we were going from New Orleans to the 
West Coast and there were 15 or so people. I think 
by the time we got to Oakland, there was only four 
people left, because people had stayed behind at 
various places. 

The longest trip? 

I think the longest trip was between Seattle and 
Minneapolis and that’s only 40-48 hours. I actually 
did that once all the way to Chicago. That was 
about 60 hours maybe. 

So it’s a lot quicker than hitch hiking? 

I don’t know if it’s so much faster. For me it’s 
definitely faster because I don’t have to make so 
many concessions when I’m on a train. I don’t 
have to bathe or worry about having clean clothes. 

I don’t have to deal with a bunch of wing nuts or 
deal to the police. Some people find hitch hiking 
faster, but I would rather ride trains. 

Do you run into a lot of people train-hopping? 
Oh yeah, I run into friends all the time. Often when 
I’m traveling in the summer, .especially between 
the Midwest and the West Coast. In the train yards 
or on the trains I’ll run into a lot of people; lots of 
punks. The are punks traveling all the time from 
Minneapolis to Chicago. Or out in Tucson or San 
Francisco. I think a lot of people ride because it’s 
a fun way to travel and you can do it with a lot of 
people. When you are hitch hiking you can only 
have one or maybe three people. On a train you 
can travel with as many people as you want. If $ a 
lot better. 

You are one of the first American punks we've 
met that has made an effort to travel to Mexico 
and South America. What made you decide to 
go south while most punks go to Europe? 

The first time I went it was because it was just a 
place where I wanted to go. I was kind of tom 
because I always wanted to go to Europe, but also 
to Mexico and South America as well. I heard so 
little information coming up from Mexico and south 


America, so that is where I decided to go, just to 
see it. If s weird because Mexico City is the largest 
city in the world and it has one of the largest punk 
rockscene, butyou never hearaboutit. The scene 
in Mexico city is just enormous. 1 didn’t go down 
with any addresses and I couldn’t speak any 
Spanish. But I got lucky because I hooked up with 
some people on the street when t first got into 
town. They spoke a few words in English and I 
spoke about five words in Spanish. They were able 
to write on a piece of paper where the [fleamarket] 
was. Ifs like this big flea market that goes on 
during Saturdays. There’s a few booths that are 
punks from different collectives and then there’s all 
the heavy metal kids. People from all different 
spectrums hang out, but there’s always a few 
punks. I had gotten there on a Saturday and met 
Manuel and some people there and was able leam 
some Spanish. 

How long did you stay there? 

The first time I was there, I stayed for three weeks 
in Mexico City. Then i traveled to the south of 
Mexico City to some other areas. Then I traveled 
down to Belize with some other friends from the 
States. On the way back I stopped in Mexico City 
again. 

How did you get around? 

The first time I went, we took passenger trains 
because I was with two other friends from Seattle. 
Only one person knew a little bit of Spanish, and 
the other two of us didn’t know any, so we took the 
passenger train, which is actually really cheap. Ifs 
about 2000 miles by train for about $25 US. When 
I ended up coming back, I ended up hitch hiking 
back from Guatemala. I crossed over the border 
into Mexico and hitch hiked back. At that point I 
had learned enough Spanish to get around and 
communicate. The couple trips., when Donovan 
and I went, a year or a year and a half ago, when 
LOS CRUDOS was playing, then we had taken 
freight trains down from the US border. From 
Nogales all the way to Mexico City. That’s a lot 
more fun—I like that more. 

Were there other people on the freight trains in 
Mexico? 

We met tons of people traveling by trains in Mexico. 
We didn’t meet any punks, except when were were 
traveling with some other friends of our in the 
north, but that was only for the first couple hundred 
miles. They stayed in Hermosilfo and we contin¬ 
ued on our own. After that, we met tons of people. 
We met all these street kids, old grandparents like 
people in their 70’s, and whole families with ma 
and pa, six kids and the dog! The trains are 
nationalized in Mexico. Ifs not privatized like it is 
here, where all of the companies are trying to get 
there the fastest. In Mexico, there’s no competi¬ 
tion, so they don’t really care how fast the cargo 
gets from one point to the other. So there’s tons of 
people on the trains and the workers don’t care. 
Ifs great because you can ride on top of the box 
cars, which is something you can’t ever do here. At 
one point there were like ten or twelve people on 
the top of our car. We could just ride on top of the 
cars, except when we would go through tunnels, 
we would have to get down. I remember the first 
time we went through a tunnel, we were scared 
because we didn’t know how much clearance 
there would be. But as it turns out, there is like 
‘ three or four feet of clearance under every tunnel. 
You just returned from South America. How 
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did this journey come about? 

Brazil is a place that I have been wanting to get to 
for years, but never made it because I didn’t have 
the finances. I had gone to Venezuela the year 
before and had run out of money. I went to 
Columbia and had a really miserable time. You 
can fly, for $100, on Venezuaelan Airlines from 
Miami. So 1 flew from Miami to Venezuela. You 
can hitch hike in Venezuela, take the bus, or do a 
little bit of both. So I stayed in Venezuela for a long 
time, had a lot of fun, and hooked up with some 
really cool people. Then I traveled to Columbia, 
thinking it would be the same there, but it wasn’t. 
What was so bad there? 

Well, I ran into problems with the police and the 
severe oppression in the country. Even the shows 
that I had gone to. I had gone to about a half a 
dozen in Medellin and I ran into a lot of problems 
with nazi boneheads and people that were super 
patriotic. People that were looking for fights. I met 
some cool people in Columbia, but for the most 
part I didn’t have a very good time. I was disap¬ 
pointed. It was the only place that I have traveled 
to that I was disappointed in. 

Where you able to find punks in every city? 
Yeah, I was able to find punks in Columbia, but 
other places like Venezuela and Mexico and Bra¬ 
zil, the scenes are so much more hospitable and 
friendly and open minded. There were a few 
people like that in Columbia, but in general it 
wasn’t the same as in other countries I had trav¬ 
eled to. I think Columbia is the most nationalistic 
country l have ever been to. It’s just weird being at 
shows and seeing people with swastikas drawn on 
their clothes and seig heiling at a punk rock show. 
It was just kind of strange. 

Is there much communication between the 
scenes in different countries or different cities 
in South America? 

I think that there is definitely a lot of communication 
between Brazil, especially between all the differ¬ 
ent cities within Brazil. Also, a lot of punks in Brazil 
communicate with people like in Portugal, Spain 
and Mexico as well. In Columbia, there was a lot 
of communication to Scandinavian countries, but 
the same holds true for Brazil too. Like in Venezu¬ 
ela, the scene is not very big at all right now. There 
are less than maybe 50 punks in the whole coun¬ 
try. It was really big in the late 80’s, but now it is 
really small. In the other countries like Peru, 
Bolivia, Uruguay, Ecuador, Argentina and Chile, 
there are scenes there, but I haven’t gotten that far 
yet. I’m going to reserve them for another trip. 
So you already have plans on going back? 
Yeah, I want to go back to Brazil for sure, but I also 
want to travel to Argentina and Paraguay. There 
was an anarchist conference in Paraguay that 
Kerry (Glitter) and Nancy got to go to, but I haven’t 
heard back from them yet about it. There’s basi¬ 
cally stuff going on in every South American coun¬ 
try With exception of maybe the Guyanas and 
Suriname, every country has a punk rock scene. 
What is the connection between the punk scene 
and the anarchist movement in South America? 
I can’t speak for other places, but in Brazil, it 
definitely overlaps. Ifs incredibly organized in 
Brazil, with literally overa hundred different scenes 
in cities all over the country. Regional anarchist 
gatherings take place in different areas all through 
the year. I was really surprized because I had no 
idea how big the scene was prior to getting there. 
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There is a lot of communication outside of Brazil, 
but not much to the States. 

Yeah , we started getting a lot more mail after 
you went down the first time.. 

I thinkthere is going to be a lot more now that Kerry 
and Nancy are down there as well. Kerry has met 
a lot of people that do cool record labels and 
distributions, so hopefully there will be a lot more 
correspondence. In the larger cities especially, 
there are a lot of people doing DIY things. There 
are also people squatting now. I had hoped there 
would be some when I went down there, but I didn’t 
know of any. I guess now there are a bunch of 
anarchist punks in the city Curitiba, a city six hours 
south of Sao Paulo. There are about 15 of them 
and they play in bands and write zines as well. I 
guess they have squatted a house there forthe last 
couple of months. A lot of those same people also 
squatted a house, forfourorfive months lastyear, 
in the city of Florianopolis, six hours south again 
from Curitiba. There is a group of people who are 
into squatting and are very active. I guess there is 
an anarchist community up in the north too. It's in 
the state of Paraiba. I had heard about from word 
of mouth, but I didn’t have time [to go there] 
because I was already 4000 miles away in another 
part of the country. 

What is the attitude of punks in South and 
Central America towards punks from the US? 
In Brazil, for example, there isn’t that much corre¬ 
spondence with the punks here. There is a little, 
but for the large part there is just not much contact. 
So, most punks were really curious and didn’t 
know what was going on in the States. It was the 
same for me because I had no idea how big the 
punk scene was in Brazil and they had no idea how 
massive the scene was in the States. In Mexico, 


there is definitely way more contact. 

Like there are American records and 
American bands traveling down there 
on occasion. 

We had gotten an interview saying 
that American punks have turned 
their backs on Mexican punks be¬ 
cause we don’t support them. Did 
you ever see any of this attitude? 

Maybe it is true to an extent. I think 
the large part of that is the real lack of 
knowledge of what’s going on. Also 
the re are a lot fo people, not all people, 
who will only listen to bands whose 
lyrics are in English. I can understand 
that maybe some punks in Mexico or 
South American may have made com¬ 
ments like that. I think for a large part, 
people ju st don’t know Mexican bands, 
or the ones they know are from 13 or 
14 years ago. They just don’t know 
any Mexican bands going today. I 
think it’s good this year because 
ASSRASH and STATE OF FEAR are 
going to tour Mexico and LOS 
CRUDOS played lastyear. More and 
more contacts seem to be happen¬ 
ing. 

It would be nice to turn that around 
and see some South or Central 
American bands come back to the 
US and play here as well... 

I think it is definitely harder because 
for punks, especially from Mexico, it 
is almost impossible to get a visa. It 
could be done, but they would have to do it illegally. 
People would have to cross the border and use 
another band’s equipment. It’s all a 
matter of how much people are will¬ 
ing to apply themselves to doing it. 
Right now, the economy of Mexico, 
and a lot of South American coun¬ 
tries, is so bad that people have to 
live at home with thei r parents. The re 
are a lot of punks who are like 25 or30 
years old, but they live with their 
families and extended families just 
out of necessity. You can't dumpster 
dive. You can’t go down to the soup 
kitchen. It’s a lot harder just to get by. 
A lot of people work and try to bring 
money home to their families. For 
that reason, people may not be able 
to travel as much. 

Would you say the punk scene is 
less apathetic as a whole in South 
America, in as far as taking action, 
organizing events? 

I think it would depend, like any¬ 
where, on which cities and who is 
doing it. It is just like anywhere. 
People are going to be way more 
active than those in other cities. Like 
the city I lived in, Belo Horizonte, 
Brazil, there was a lot of demonstra¬ 
tions going on that I had gone to 
There was one that I had wanted to 
go to, but I was traveling and couldn't 
make it. It was on September 7, 
which is basically Independence Day, 
or the Brazilian equivalent of the 
Fourth of July. I guess a bunch of 


punks from Belo Horizonte had gone and a bunch 
of them were arrested. I just saw a newspaper 
article about it and it showed people clashing with 
the police. Like I said, I wasn’t there because I was 
traveling and trying to get back to the States. 

Did you ever get caught up in any riots while 
you were down there? 

Notin Brazil, but in Venezuela, Elain and I walked 
right into the midst of chaos in the town of Merida. 

I guess in the town, a couple of days prior to that, 
the police had assassinated one student in Merida 
and couple of students in Caracas, by shooting 
them in the back of the head. We had no idea what 
was going on. We had gotten into Merida and my 
eyes had started watering and my throat started 
burning. I though it was from the exhaust because 
they use old American school busses form the 50’s 
for public transportation. I thought it was just the 
exhaust until I saw all of the hordes of people 
running in the streets and huge clouds of tear gas. 
It wasn’t just students, it was all kinds of people 
clashing with the police. In Merida, the police have 
tanks and all their gear out. That was strange. 
South American countries have a reputation to 
have crazy, authoritarian states.. 

In Brazil, I didn’t encounter anything like that. The 
scariest incident was in Merida, but I saw some 
crazy shit happen in Columbia too. Like in Medellin 
and Bogota, but that was mostly just police just 
beating the shit out of people and killing them on 
the streets. Like little five or six year old street kids 
that had maybe shoplifted or something. All of the 
sudden, four or five military policemen would grab 
this four year old kid and beat him to a pulp. I had 
never seen anything like that before. 

Have you ever felt that your life was endanger? 
No. I think the closest was in Venezuela, but that 



































was mostly just tear gas and tanks. I don't think 
anybody got killed that night. 

What do you do for money while you are trav¬ 
eling? 

Usually t work in the States prior to going down. Of 
course, that always runs out a lot sooner than I 
; think People tend to think that South America is 
really cheap, and it is, but you have to take into 
consideration that when you are down there you 
are not going to be able to dumpster dive for food. 
With exception of maybe northern Mexico, be¬ 
cause the country is a little richer there, people in 
South and Central America don’t th rough food out, 
so you have to buy everything. Also, most of your 
friends are unemployed because if s so hard to get 
a job there. So the people you’re hanging out with 
don’t have any money. When I'fn there, I have 
money, so of course I’m going to share everything 
that I have, so it’s going to go a lot faster. Jobs 
down there are so hard to come by and I can’t get 
ajob there either. This year, l had run out of money 
for maybe six weeks. Elain was working and she 
helped out a bit. Kerry also sent money and I was 
in another part of the country so I didn’t get that for 
another 5 weeks. In Brazil, ifs great though, 
because you can just table score all of your food 
They have these big truck stops where the truck¬ 
ers go in an pay like five bucks for a huge plate of 
food. Ifs like a big platter with rice and beans, 
salad and these skewers of meat. Mostly the 
truckers just eat all of the bar-b-que and leave all 
of these big plates of food left over. Nobody really 
had any problem if l just walked in and ate all of the 
leftovers. Usually, all of the beans and rice would 
be virtually untouched. So, for about five weeks, 

I traveled around Brazil and would go to these 
truck stops. I had this little tupperware container, 
where I would put all of the leftovers after I ate all 
I could. I never went hungry the whole ti,me I was 
there. 

Did you hitch hike extensively while you were 
there? 

Oh yeah. Hitch hiking in Brazil is no problem 
because ifs not illegal like it is here. You can even 
sleep out at the truck stops and they have showers 
as well. Of course I don’t like taking them, but l did 
there, so I could get rides around. 

Ever had problems with the Federalis? 

Umm... No.... Actually, one time. I was with 
Donovan, about two years ago, and we were 
hanging out at our friends house in the north of 
Mexico. The north of Mexico is a lot different than 
the rest of the country because they have all of 
these anti-narcotics task force police. We were 
hanging out in Nogales and a show had happened 
a couple days before, so there were all of these 
punks hanging out in town. We were hanging 
outside of this house and the cops came up. You 
kind of get used to the cops in Mexico when they 
come with all of their shotguns and rifles. Anyway, 
they had pulled up in about eight or ten jeeps and 
about 20 of them jumped out. They began rifting 
through everybody’s bags and they were saying 
that they wanted to shoot me and Donovan be¬ 
cause were were the only gringos there. Of course 
they didn’t do anything except frisk us and threaten 
us. Another time I was in Mexico City on the day 
before the elections, with Donovan as well, and we 
got picked up by the police too. Usually they just 
ask you on the spot, what you are doing, check 
your passport, and let you go. Buton this occasion 
they had taken us in this unmarked car and started 


driving us to the undisclosed location. Every time 
I asked where there were taking us, they just told 
me to shut my mouth. They took us out by these 
abandoned warehouses and I was starting to get 
pretty nervous, but I tired not to show it. We 
thought they were going to try to plant all these 
drugs on us and then kick the shit out of us and put 
us in jail. Then they just started to ask us why we 
were so dirty and why we had bits of garbage in our 
pockets. We just had gotten back from the moun¬ 
tains, and we had all our garbage with us, because 
we didn't want to litter their countryside. I ex¬ 
plained to them that they had a very beautiful 
country and the reason we had all of this crap in our 
pockets is because we didn't want to destroy all of 
the nature and we were looking for the proper 
receptacle to put it in. After that, they were a little 
more mellow. They started checking out Donovan’s 
tattoos and they thought that he got them in prison. 
But we still thought we were going to go to jail 
because they thought we were some kind of gang¬ 
sters or something. Then, the head cop or what¬ 
ever, started taking his shirt off and showed us his 
super cheesy tattoo that he had. It was like a 
homemade tattoo of a heart with mom written on it 
and a dagger through it He told Donovan that he 
thought his tattoos were really cool and they just let 
us go. So that ended up working out OK. 

Did you make it to Chiapas? 

I was in Chiapas a couple times, but I wasn’t there 
when any fighting was going on. The last time I 
came through, there had been fighting going on. I 
ended up sleeping in an abandoned tourist infor¬ 
mation center with all of the windows blown out, 
but there was still carpeting inside. It was pouring 
down rain, because ifs the jungle, and I had gone 
in the re to sleep the night. I talked to a lot of people 
when I was there, but I didn't actually see anything 
going on. The Mexican army has checkpoints 
every fifteen miles, where they would stop and ask 
for papers and search your bags. I had a whole 
bunch of Mexican fanzines, but I had to ditch them 
at the side of the road long before we got to 
Chiapas. It was kind offunny, because when I was 
coming through, these two guys from Poland, like 
these two heavy metal kids Poland had this rental 
car. They hardly spoke any English, and they 
would speak to me in broken English and 1 would 
speak to the cops in Spanish and translate back 
again. They had a whole bunch of really nice 
camping gear and every time we would get to a 
checkpoint, the police would just confiscate more 
and more gear. I just had this buriap sack with a 
bunch of dirty clothes and a sleeping bag, so they 
didn’t take any of my stuff. But they took these two 
guys stuff, they were like 18 or 19 and they took 
their knives, the cook stove and stuff like that. 
They didn’t go to jail but I felt really sorry for them. 
In cities in Brazil and other South American 
countries, is it safe for people to dress punk in 
the streets? 

That depends. Most of the people I met were 
pretty visual. You know, like great big liberty 
spikes in their hair, lots of studs on their jackets... 
I think it depends. Like in Sao Paulo, people have 
to exercise more caution because there is a lot of 
problems with skinheads there. Just recently, in 
Belo Horizante, the city where I was living at, there 
was an attack on this bar where all of the punks 
hang out every night. I guess some skinheads 
attacked it and there was some shots fired. I guess 
nobody got shot, but bullets went over peoples’ 


heads when the ducked to the floor. 

In the othercities I was in, even in Sao Paulo, 
people are really visual. With the groups of people 
I was with, we never had any kind of problems. 
Otherfriendsof mine, like a friend in Belo Horizonte, 
go attacked in Curitiba, where the squat is now. 
They had gotten attacked coming out of a bar by a 
group of skinheads. They attacked them with axes 
and aimed for this guys neck, and the missed, but 
chopped him from the shoulder blade down to his 
elbow. He’s got this huge scar going all the way up 
his arm. They chopped him and this other guy. 
Fortunately, neither one of them died, but they 
were badly hurt. 

There are a lot of white power skinheads, 
mostly in Sao Paulo. Then there are what they call 
“Caracas,” which are like these nationalist 
boneheads, but are of all races. They’re too 
different groups. One is white power and the other 
is just really nationalist. I was really lucky because 
I didn’t encounter either group when I was there. 
Are there any places you haven’t traveled to, 
but would like to go? 

I haven’t been to Europe yet and thafs a place I 
would like to go to. I think in the next two years, I 
will go travel more in South America. I would like 
to start where l left off in Brazil and travel to other 
neighboring South American countries. I think 
sometime in the future I would also like to go to 
southeast Asia. You always here about these 
bands in Thailand and Malaysia and the Philip¬ 
pines and I’ve never met anybody who has been 
there. 

Do you travel to meet punks or just for travel’s 
sake? 

I travel for both. I travel to hook up with punks in 
other countries, but I also travel to see the coun¬ 
tries. It's great when I can go to a place where I 
think is interesting and still find a punk scene, then 
that makes it all that much better. I have been 
pretty much able to hook up with people every¬ 
where I have gone. Even in Columbia, I met a few 
cool people, but there were just not as many as the 
other countries. I basically go as far as I can until 
my money runs out. 

Do you feel that maybe you have blazed a trail 
for future punks traveling north and south of 
the US border? 

I don’t know. Traveling is such good thing and it 
would be cool if we could have a big exchange of 
people going up and down. It’s just so much easier 
for us, and I guess I take it for granted, because of 
where I was bom, makes it so much easier for us 
to travel. Whereas people from Mexico and South 
America, have a very difficult time coming into the 
US legally. It just boils down to being fortunate 
enough to be bom here, which allows us to travel 
to other countries easier. However, where there is 
a will, there is a way. A couple of Brazilian punks 
will be coming up this year and I think they’re 
gonna make it. Ifs a case of being persistent 
enough and having help, they should be able to 
make it. 

Is there any one place you would call home? 

I guess there would be a lot of places. I would have 
to say that in the States, Minneapolis for.sure. I 
would consider Mexico City a home as well, and 
Belo Horizonte a home in Brazil. It ail depends on 
what country I am in.

State of Fear are a bunch of fucking goons that 
hang around the PE office entirely too much. 
Having no better space-filler and nothing better 
to do on a cold December evening, I decided to 
the following interview. I guess I will reluctantly 
point out that State of Fear are Jay (ex-Disrupt) 
on guitar and vocals, John (ex-Deformed Con¬ 
science, etc.) on Bass and vocals, Braken (ex- 
Sasquatch) onguitar and Fred (ex-Human Greed) 
on drums. This all-star cast of clowns have two 
excellent e.p.’s available. Their first released 
earlier this year on Reiterate Records, and the 
newest "Wallow in Squalor" just out on P.E. 
Records (released exactly 31 days from from 
the date of recording. Im-fucking-pressive or 
wKat?). Enough of this boring introduction crap., 
on with it...! 


What made you decide to move to Minneapolis? 

J: I was bored of Massachusetts, that’s for sure. 
Jn: Because I’ve been here a few times before 
and I think it’s my favorite city in the US, from 
travelling around, quite a few times, around the 
country. I thought it would be a good place to try 
to get this band going. 

F: You guys were already here, so I just moved 
here I guess. 

Was that good? 

F: Yeah, I was sick of Montreal and what’s been 
going on there these days. 

Braken? 

B: I am pretty much sick of everywhere else! 
Are you sick of it here yet? 

B: Nah... 

F: Not yet. 

So how about them cops? 

J: No comment. 

Jn: Me and Jay have definitely had our share of 
run-ins with the cops since we’ve been here. Like 
getting beaten up, maced and arrested for no 
reason. In the end, Jay didn’t even get charged 
with anything and my charges got thrown out 
when we went to court [These are from two 
separate incidences -ed.J. In the meantime, we 
had to experiences being assaulted and beaten 
up by the cops. 

Ever dealt with anything like this before? 

J: Not so extreme. 

Jn: I’ve been arrested loads of times, for stupid 
reasons, but never so violently at all. 

F: I’ve never seen cops as bad as they are here. 
I haven’t yet had to deal with them yet. In Montreal, 
you get fucked with and maybe spend one night 
or a few hours in jail, but here they will keep you 


for two or three days for nothing, without even 
getting charged. 

Would you say that you’re more afraid of the 
Minneapolis Police, or the real "criminals?" 

Jn: The police for sure. Braken can talk about 
real criminals, but the rest of us haven’t had any 
run-ins with them so far. 

B: Yeah, I’ve never been beaten up by police, just 
fucked with by people in the streets. 

F: He’s society’s victim! 

Would you ever take up guns to protect your¬ 
selves? 

J: I don’t like guns. I don’t think I could trust 
myself with a gun. 

Jn: Sometimes, after dealing with cops and 
getting so pissed off, it sounds like a good idea. 
But realistically, there's not much one can do. I 
mean you can get something organized against 
police brutality. However, this is the United 
States and the police forces, in Minneapolis or 
any city, are so extreme. If we tried to take up 
arms, it would be our own death. Logically, I don’t 
think it could work, but there have been points 
where I have thought about it. 

Fuckhead Chairman Mao once said "To be at¬ 
tacked by the enemy is a good thing not a bad 
thing-it shows that you a accoplishing a good 
deal with your work" Do you think that could aply 
to the attacks against the punk scene here? 

J: They’re scared and they know it. 

Jn: They just see how many punks there are in 
this city and I’m sure they have some sort of clue 
what it’s all about. I think it does scare them for 
sure. That’s why they only pick us out when we’re 
alone or in small groups. 

Basically a way to set examples and try to 
intimidate us. 

Jn: Yeah, definitely. 

F: If you really want to fuck 'em up, you have to 
be prepared to die yourself. That’s really the only 
way to get back at ‘em. 

And that will only bring more public sympathy and 
more repression. 

F: Yeah, that’s it. 

Jn. I think public sympathy could get turned more 
into our favor, by letting them know that we’re 
being beaten up and arrested all of the time. Like 
the time we were beaten up infront of [the old PE] 
house. All of the neighbors were witnesses and 
wrote reports, of how unfair it was, about what 
happened to us. Like how brutal the cops were 
to us in such a non-threatening situation.

F: It's all a matter of what you like. You should 
please yourself before you try to please others. 
B: Buuuurrrrppp! 

Is punk a force to change society, or is it only a 
"drop out" subculture? 

Jn: It could be both I guess. 

But what does it mean to you then? 

Jn: To me it’s a drop out culture to change 
society! 

S.O.F. have strongly political lyrics. Who is that 
aimed at then? 

Jn: The lyrics I write, sometimes I am writing 
towards myself. Like the song we have “Wading 
Through shit” which is about standing up and 
making a change if that is what you need. That 
I wrote aimed at myself, but if other people listen 
to it and it helps them, that’s good as well. Our 
political lyrics, I guess would be aimed at people 
in general, about what they think about certain 
issues. A lot of them are about things that have 
been sung about many times before, but other 
songs are about not-so-popular topics. I don’t 
think we can change society as a whole, but 
maybe move certain individuals towards, or cer¬ 
tain people’s attitudes towards certain things. 
That’s what punk bands did for me. It opened me 
up to a lot of things that I have never thought 
about before. Some people may say it’s a bunch 
of bullshit and why bother, but it does change 
things for sure for certain individuals. 

What about criticism that all of these bands are 
singing about the same things over and over 
again? 

Jn: But all of these things that are being sung 


what’s already been said? 

F: There’s also so many young people just getting 
into the scene. I remember when I was first 
getting into vegetarian stuff, all of the punks, like 
Extreme Noise Terror and other bands back in 
those days, were singing about that stuff. I think 
that any new kid that picks up on any of those 
ideas, or sees something else from what they 
know, is really good. It’s not going to change the 
world, but it may wake people up a bit. The lyrics 
are of course only going to reach other punks, 
but they are in contact with other people. I know 
my ideas have reached my mom and then to her 
friends around her. I know it does go a little 
beyond just punks. 

Jn: I don’t think that us, or many other punk 
bands today, can have such an impact like Con¬ 
flict or bands like that did in the early 80’s. The 
movement then was actually trying to bring people 
together, to have massive demonstrations or 
even riots within the punk scene. At that time, 
punk was a newer thing and people actually had 
a lot more more belief that they could change the 
world. It would be great if punk could be like that 
now, but we’re more at a level where we’re aiming 
more at an individual level, bringing out certain 
ideas. 

If you could live off the band, would you? 

Jn: If we could do it in a DIY manner, yeah. 

But if you’re making money, is it DIY then? 

Jn: Yeah, because if we’re doing it ourselves, or 
with other DIY record labels. As long as we had 
no involvement with corporate record labels. If 
we could make that much money from touring, 
selling T-shirts and records, and actually make 
enough to live off. I think that can still be DIY as 
fuck really. It’s kind of far fetched at this stage 
though. I can’t really think of many DIY bands 
that can actually live off their music these days, 
but I do think it’s possible. 

Perhaps most DIY bands are pretty lazy because 
there’s no financial incentives. Perhaps some 
people just get so fed up with little results that 
they don't see the point of doing it anymore. 

Jn: Yeah, I think that could be true. But I think 
if certain bands really went for it, then I could see 
these really good bands in the DIY scene actually 
living off their bands, if they put more effort into 
touring and putting out their own records. It’s 
hard to get to that point though, because in 
order to do the band full time, we would have to 
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listen to that are way more musically complex, 
but everytime I pick up a guitar or bass, I want to 
play just a simple, straight forward riff. The 
music may be simple, but the bands that we are 
influenced by, like the early Swedish bands, have 
got so much emotion just out of those simple 
riffs. Like I feel so much emotion listening to MOB 
47 or similar bands. Maybe because it’s just so 
straight forward and to the point. Like some¬ 
times, just by listening to certain notes, you get 
shiver through your whole body. 

STATE OF FEAR wasn’t formed to be experimen¬ 
tal? 

Jn: Nah.

I just wanted to play 
the music, that’s w it was in the beginning and I 
dealt with it, but in the end, it just got a little bit 
out of hand. 

What did you learn about dealing with labels like 
Relapse? 

J: I think they promised a lot of things that I didn’t 
particularly care for, but the rest of the people

checking out first, before you make a judgement.

in the band did. The main thing they were all 
worried about was the royalties and getting 
shirts and records and all that crap. All of these 
things have yet to materialize anyway, which I 
knew they wouldn't. I don’t really care anyway. 
Any idea of how many records they pressed? 
Of the vinyl, I don't know, but I don’t think they 
pressed very many. I'm not sure really. 

Did you ever get anything out of it? 

Not yet. I just wrote to them a month ago to see 
what’s up and they just sent me a shirt and a 
record. 

So you actually got a copy of your record? 

Yeah, but I had to ask for it. I knew it was going 
to be like that, but no matter what I said, they 
wanted to do it. I guess we could have broken the 
band up, but I just loved the music so much. 
Were you the person dealing with Relapse? 

No, it was our idiot bass player. I had absolutely 
nothing to do with it and things just got way out 
of hand... 

When we distributed the first State of Fear 7", 
one of the distributors in Germany wouldn’t take 
it simply because he didn't want anything to do 
with Disrupt. What do you feel about this? 

J: What was the reason? 

Something about showing up at a gig, where 
there was a whole table of vegan food layed out 
for the bad, but everyone, except one person in 
band, decided to go to McDonald's instead. In the 
light of all of the T-shirts, patches, etc. against 
McDonald’s, may seem a little hypocritial of the 
band. 

J: It just goes back to the answer to the last 
questions. I’msick of dealing with people like that 
in bands I am in. I wasn’t the only one who stayed; 
Pete did too. Pete and I were really the only ones 
who gave a shit in the band. I never expected the 
people in the band to do certain things, but shit 


new band? 

J: I really don’t know what to say about it right 
now. 

Jn: Maybe that was a pretty bad situation, but I 
don’t think people should judge us by things that 
people in Jay's old band did. Jay is who he is and 
other people in the band are who they are. It’s 
one of those cases where people will judge a 
whole band by the actions of one certain indi¬ 
vidual in the band. A band is comprised of 
individuals and is not a single unit. I would hope 
that we can start State of Fear with a clean slate 
and not judge us by what people in past bands 
have done. 

Are fanzines the best way to air out these 
"incidents” or do they digress into gossip fo¬ 
rums? 

J: It’s not really gossip. I mean facts are facts. 
If there’s something important, then it should be 
aired, like people ripping you off and stuff like 
that. That all needs to be known. There is always 
gossip and that’s just childish. 

Where do you draw that line? 

F: Some facts become gossip. Facts just be¬ 
come twisted. 

J: It depends on how serious it is. Some things 
are just so trivial that you can’t take it seriously. 
Jn: Personally, I don’t see much of that kind of 
thing in fanzines, usually only word of mouth. In 
fanzines, there are usually a lot of facts to back 
up what is written. But when you hear things 
word of mouth, you have to think twice about 
what you believe. I think it’s important to have 
facts raised in fanzines, because otherwise how 
would we know what is going on and what people 
are doing in other countries. It’s good to have 
this sort of communication through fanzines. 
Would you trust something more that you read 
in a fanzine or by word of mouth? 


Jn: Never trust a goon. 

What's a goon? 

Jn: A goon is someone that you can’t depend on. 
Someone that makes promises that they can’t 
keep. 

F: That’s a lot of people! 

Jn. Yeah, that’s a lot of people. I mean we’re 
dealing with people in our own band. It’s actually 
just a joke we made up about our friends. Like 
they will say, “oh yeah, I’ll do this for you.” and 
then hours go by and they don’t show up. Things 
like that you know. Never trust a goon. 

F: Good words to live by. 

What do you think about bands who seem to put 
out records on every label that asks them, 
instead of sticking to one of a couple labels? 

J: From my own experience, when you jump 
around to different labels, you end up dealing 
with people who you don’t really know too well. 
It’s hard to know everyone who you can trust, if 
your record will stay in print. That’s how it was 
before with Disrupt. People used to write to us 
and were really anxious to put stuff out. But later 
down the road, things would go wrong like the 
records wouldn’t stay in print. 

Jn. For us, it’s really not that important to get 
loads of records out. With my old band it was the 
same, with split EP’s out here and there. With 
this band we wanted to put all of our own records 
out ourselves. However, right now we really can’t 
afford to do it. We do want to stick with as few 
record labels as possible. It’s not really impor¬ 
tant for us to put out as many split e.p.’s as 
possible. We would rather do fewer records that 
we feel really good about. 

F: If it works out good with one label, why shop 
around? It's just easier to work with on or two 
people. 

Jn: Maybe with just one label, we wouldn’t be able 





to release as many records as we would with a 
bunch of different labels. But our goal is to not 
have loads of records out. 

Is the quality of your music more important than 
maybe spreading to the absolute extent that it 
could be through more releases around the 
world? 

Jn: I think it's a little bit of both. If we have one 
label that can really get the stuff out and we feel 
good about working with them, then it works just 
as good as releasing records on loads of little 
labels here and there. 

What is the difference between pornography and 
erotica? 

J: Erotica is done in good taste! 

Jn: Yes, there is definitely a dfference, but I really 
don’t know the words to explain it. I would say the 
pornography industry seems really geared to¬ 
wards simply making money from cheap thrills 
and exploitation. Erotica, has more behind it. 
More emotion, more feeling. 

F: There is sexploitation involved with both 
things. Whenyou go and do a porn flick, you know 
what you are getting involved with. You exploit 
yourself. In a way, erotica is the same thing, but 
not quite. 

Jn: I have nothing against the people who are 
involved with pornography. The people who are 
in films and in magazines, that’s their choice. But 
I think the industry is simply out to make a buck 
off of it more than anything. Erotica is more of a 
personal experience. Maybe an art? I don’t know 
the word for it. 

Who is to say that women aren't suffering just as 
much from be objectified by erotica as in hard 
core fuck films? 

Jn: It's a fine line I guess 

F: It’s the difference of what the individuals 
behind them are trying to portray. 

Jn: I think that erotica is more artistic than just 
portraying fuck scenes to sell. 

F: Porn flicks seem to portray having sex in a bad 
way. Like domination and just cummin’ and no 
feeling at all. That’s not really what having sex is 
all about you know? 

Is there a place for Erotica in the punk scene? 
Jn: I think it’s one of those individual things. If you 
like it, then go for it. I don’t see that having much 
to do with punk rock. People in general should be 
more open and not limit themselves to what is 
punk and isn’t. 

Would it be a major issue if say PE Distribution 
were to carry certain erotica titles like Secret 
Magazine? 

F: I buy them, so I wouldn’t have anything against 
it. If this is what you mean by erotica.. 

Yeah, I'm talking about Secret and Taste of 
Latex... 

F: Oh hell, those are way better than the smut 
mags you can buy anywhere. 

Jn: Things like Hustler a garbage like that. 

F: That’s totally different. I’ve been reading 
Secret for the last few issues and they give you 
tips on being with your partner and really good 
things. You actually learnthings from it. You get 
exposed to a totally different world. 

Jn: Yeah, I’ve read the articles in porno mags and 
it’s totally just cheap thrills. Fucking cheesy. I 
haven’t seen many erotica magazines, but the 
ones that I have seen are done in really good 
taste and I have nothing against them at all. 


Are you disapointed in the fact that sexuality is 
a “hush hush** topic in the scene? 

Jn: I think that there is a paranoia in the scene 
of what is sexist and what isn’t. Some people are 
maybe scared of getting labeled sexist and stuff 
like that. 

F: But then again, people in the punk scene are 
more open sex than most people in everyday life. 
Like the homophobia thing. I have kissed a lot of 
guys around punks and nobody freaks out. But 
I think if I did that in another circle of people, you 
wouldn’t get away with that at all. You would end 
up with a kick in the face you know. If I were 
hanging out with jocks and I wanted to kiss a guy, 
it just wouldn’t happen. 

Jn: In Torrington, the town where I am from, 
there are these people I call the “work boot” 
crowd. They've heard the things I’ve done and 
are like, “aw man, I used to hang out with that kid. 
I can't believe that!” They would really freak out 
when they hear of these stupid little things that 
I’ve done. But talking about sexuality being hush 
hush in the punk scene, I would like to point out 
that sexuality is more of a personal thing. I don’t 
think it's something everyone wants to broad¬ 
cast to everyone else. I’m not too sure the punk 
scene needs to be a place where it is a big issue. 
I was speaking to a friend of mine in Europe a few 
days back. He was telling me about this squat 
had cancelled a show from a band because one 
member was talking about his porno collection in 
a fanzine interview. 

Jn: I think that’s out of line. We were just talking 
about how much we don’t like porno because it’s 
so cheesy, but I have nothing against someone 
who is into it. I would rather judge them on their 
actions, not by their collections 
F: It’s something that you would have to talk to 
the person first, then figure the situation out. 
Not something to pre-judge people from. 
[unfortunately, the last couple paragraphs of 
the discussion on pornography was lost due to 
the batteries running low on the tape deck. I’m 
really unhappy about this, because it was one of 
the more interesting part of the interview for me. 
By the time we got re-started with a new tape 
deck, the train of thought was lost—ed] 

Bob 'Fuckin’ Murderer wants to know where's 
the most unusual place where you’ve jerked off. 
B: Probably in the van while on tour. 

Jn: I was going to say “in the van, on tour, with 
other people in it.” 

B: Sitting right next to the driver, going at it. 
What did the driver think? 

Jn: He [Bracken] was the driver when I did it. He 
didn’t know until the very end when he heard my 
bracelets jingling. He thought there was some¬ 
thing wrong with the engine and said, “what’s 
that?!” and I was like “uuuugggghhh!” 

[interview transgresses into unprintable stories...] 
What is going to happen from this new MTV 
popularity of punk rock? 

J: Once that's gone, there’s just going to be the 
people that are really into it. All of the fuckin’ 
“wanna bes” will go onto the next thing. 

Jn: I think there is a possibility for it to pick up 
a few more people that could end up being more 
involved with the things that matter. I know that 
a lot of people first get exposed to punk through 
more corporate bands on bigger labels. I mean, 
how many people got started off on punk from

bands like the Sex Pistols or the Exploited or 
things like that. Some of these people then end 
up finding a more sincere scene through that. 
Maybe a few good things could come through 
that. But, I think more so, the new scene will just 
come and go, and we’ll again be leftto pick up the 
pieces. 

F: Hopefully it won’t get worse. It could be that 
as some bands get bigger, other foolish bands go 
try to follow in their tracks. 

Jn: Of course we’ll lose a few people who see the 
chance to by a lot easier by taking that path. But 
over all, I think that there would very few people 
who would do someting like that. 

J: People who do follow that path were obviously 
not sincere to begin with. Fuck 'em. 

Do you think that the strength of the DIY punk 
scene has been boosted by the MTV punk? 

Jn: No way. 

J: I don’t think it has anything to do with it. 

Jn: I think the amount of work that certain people 
have put into the DIY scene, over the years, is 
why it has gotten to where it is today. From when 
the idea really started in the early 80’s up until 
now. It seems to go in phases, or has it low and 
high points- Certain dedicated people have done 
a lot for the DIY punk scene, in recent years even, 
and that's what has gotten it to where it is today. 
It’s not because of shitty MTV bands. 

Have you ever been fucked over by other punks? 
Jn: I think so. I had my bass stolen on the last 
tour at a gig. I didn’t see anyone who wasn't a 
punk there, so I believe it was a punk who stole 
my bass. That really sucks because you think 
that the punk scene is such a close-knit scene 
and you want to trust everybody and not have to 
worry about things. But obviously even in the 
punk scene you can’t trust everybody and they 
will fuck you over. 

F: Not last summer, but the summer before, we 
played south of Minneapolis in Owatana. We set 
up all of our equipment by the stage and we 
decided to go outside to have a drink. When we 
came back, ready to play the show, all of my 
cymbols and a stand of mine was stolen. That 
totally fucked me over for the rest of the tour. I 
still can’t totally believe that. 

J: I think it’s human nature of people to steal 
from each other. People are fucking theives. 

F: It makes you more aware of what’s going on. 
Almost makes you thing, “what’s the point?” 

Jn: But at the same time, you can’t get so jaded 
that you’re not gonna want to do it anymore. You 
can't let one or two people, out of a hundred at 
the show, ruin the whole ruin the whole thing for 
you. 

J: Yeah, only two or three days after that show, 
we had a show in Toronto. Some kid who lived two 
or three miles away gave Jon another bass. 
There seem to be just as many people who are 
just as cool. 

Jn: Yeah, I’ve had more run-ins with really nice 
people in the punk scene, people that are more 
than willing to help out, than I have with people 
who want to fuck us over. I don’t think that we’re 
jaded toward punk because of stupid incidents 
like that. 

J: For all we know, it was just some fucking goon 
that showed up. 

Jn: Never trust a goon. 

In the song "Encrochment", you cite that over- 




population is a major problem of the world. Is 
overpopulation the problem, oris it mismanaged 
resources and economic policy the real criminal? 
J: I think it’s a little bit of both. 

Jn: A lot of both. 

J: Yeah. I think think overpopulation is definitely 
a problem, but it extends to other things as far 
as homelessness, famine and other shit like that, 
there are just too many people and not enough 
resources. The resources that we do have are 
just being totally squandered. 

F: Total bad management of resouces. 

Jn: Overpopulation is areally heavy fucking topic. 
There are just oo many fucking people in the 
world. Look at cities and just think of how many 
people live there. 

F: People are just piled up on top of eachother. 
Jn: It’s scary because the world is just so big, but 
there are very few parts that aren’t touched by 
humans. There aren’t many spaces that just 
aren’t trashed or have highways built on them or 
garbage dumped on. The world is not here for 
just humans. 

But at the time of Christopher Columbus, there 
was an estimated 100,000,000 people living in 
the Americas and no evidence of massive over- 
population and there is hardly a trace of human 
destruction from 500 years ago. Look at this as 
opposed to now, where not many more people 
have completely littered the place with trash and 
destruction... 

F: The Indian people knew how to live, but the 
arrival of Columbus fucked it all up. It was the 
seed of all this shit. 

Jn: It is the industrialization brought by the 
Europeans and the idea that everything is based 
on making profits. Just do things as cheaply as 
possible and make as much money off of every¬ 
thing. That’s where you get all of this garbage 
and mass production of goods that you don’t 
really need. 

F: North America was built on fucking people 
over and has gotten worse and worse. 

Jn: We’re not living in nature, we’re living apart 
from it, on top of it. It seems that Native 
Americans lived among nature. Right now we’re 
just taking everything that we can and just throw¬ 
ing out everything else. 

But is it an overpopulation problem, or just a 
problem of society's attitude? 

Jn: I would pretty much agree to that [a problem 
with society’s attitude], but I still stick to what I 
said that there is just too many fucking people. 
The thing that sucks the most is that we’re 
sitting here talking about it, but we’re just as 
much a part of it as most people we blame for it. 
It sucks that you’re simply born into this society 
and are automatically a part of it. 

F: Some people just don’t understand and that's 
the thing. 

Jn: We could go and try to live off of nature, go 
out into the woods or whatever, but this is the 
environment that we were born into. We’re born 
consumers and how much can you do to really 
make a change? 

J: It almost seems that things are so far gone 
that it’s hard to be positive about making a 
change anymore. Things just look really bad for 
the species. Maybe the planet would just be 
better off without it. 

Jn: We're all for making drastic changes in the 


world, but it’s gonna take a massive effort from 
more thanjust a few people Like us changing our 
lives and go out living inthe woods. Ok, maybe we 
don’t contribute to the problem anymore, but it’s 
not going to change the world much. It’s going to 
take a really massive effort, which I don’t see 
happening anytime inthe near future. Just think 
about the big Green trend of the late 80 s and 
early 90’s. All of these companies claiming to be 
so Green and recycle everything, but where are 
the changes, everything seems to be the same. 
F: The destruction is an irreversible that can’t be 
reversed now. It’s such a big problem that I don’t 
think we can ever go back... 

Then what's the whole point of giving a shit? 

F: It’s better than doing nothing. 

Jn: We believe in the stuff that we are talking 
about right now. When you feel strongly about 
something, you can’t just ignore it. Maybe there 
isn’t anything we can really do in the long run, but 
we can’t be happy with doing nothing. 

Last question, supplied by Big L. If you were the 
only person in on a secret that the world was 
going to come to an abrupt end in one week, what 
would you do? 

J: The whole world or just the human race? 
The whole planet was just gonna disapear into 
nothing. 

J: Smash into the sun or something? 


Yeah. 

J: And I was the only one who knew? 

Arty one of you. 

J: I would just get drunk and not tell anyone. Just 
fucking laugh to myself. 

Jn: I think I would tell a few close friends and just 
have a big fucking party. 

What if they didn’t believe you? 

Jn: l 0 wouldn't care. 

J: Who the fuck’s gonna believe you? 

Jn: Ok, let's say I had reliable resources or 
whatever. Actually, I’m sure my good friends 
wouldn’t really care if they would believe me or 
not if I wanted to have a week long party. I have 
a credit card so I would just run it up to the max, 
buying so much booze, and have a fucking great 
time.

The best way to listen to this record is to crank it up as 
loud as your stereo or neghbors will allow, then just let 
power of the music blow you away! Like mid-years 
Neurosis, State of Fear combine spoken samples and 
layered, screamed vocals to create more of an atmo¬ 
sphere than a musical style. Being only a record, with 
spartan packaging, this is only a sample of the real 
experience of seeing this band live, truly their best 
medium. None-the-less, this e.p. stands up well on it’s 
own, not necessarily because of an overt political mes¬ 
sage, but for the power of the music contained within. 
This is along similar lines to the Asbestosdeath e.p.

This a remarkable compilation LP of ten active anarcho- 
punk bands from Brazil. As a joint effort of the M.A.P. 
(Movement of Anarcho-Punks) and the bands involved, 
it brings together one of the best samplings of sincere 
and active political punk bands I have seen in ages. The 
level of activism and unity is clearly admireable and is 


displayed by the photos of demos and actions front 
cover as well as the “anarcho-punk manifesto” included 
within. There is a small lyric booklet, which unfortu¬ 
nately for me, is entirely in Portugese, yet the anarchist 
politics are universal. Most of the bands play a similar 
style to the anarcho-punk bands from the mid 80’s, yet 
there is also a good deal of variety and signs of experi¬ 
mentation. While the production quality of some of the 
material suffers, the over-all sound quality is more than 
exceptable, with the ideas and emotions of the music 
clearly showing through.

Thanks for writing. If you had 
read my column in PE #25, or the 
booklet that comes inside the Dead 
Silence ep, you may understand there 
is a little more to ”Epitaph bash¬ 
ing” than simply jumping on a "band¬ 
wagon. " Our reasons for criticizing 
Epitaph is the fact that they have 
abandoned the grass-roots level scene, 
in favor of seeking more money, wider 
distribution, and bigger 
profits by bedding with 
the corporate chain dis¬ 
tributors. The colossus 
that Epitaph has become, 
exists solely because it 
is run strictly as a busi¬ 
ness. I have heard that 
Epitaph was formed with 
the idea of running a la¬ 
bel where the bands / 
people running it get 
treated fairly. That's 
great and all the power 
to you if it works. 

However, just who is 
getting deceived here? 
Epitaph flirts with big 
business, including a 
"Press and Distribute" 
export deal with Sony and 
uses the biggest distri¬ 
bution chains in the US. 
At the same time, Epitaph 
seeks credibility by 
throwing ads and promos 
at any zine that will take 
them, flood the radio DJ's 
with new releases (even 
badgering one DJ friend 
of mine for not playing 
any Epitaph bands) and 
signs some "smaller" bands 
such as TOTAL CHAOS, DEL 
and the RED AUNTS. Epi¬ 
taph is attempting to have one foot 
in the corporate world while attempt¬ 
ing to keep the other in the punk 
world. It is this reason that so 
many people criticize Epitaph. It 
is not because anyone is jealous of 
the popularity of Epitaph bands, well, 
maybe some misguided souls are. 

Let me explain further. The busi¬ 
ness dealings of Epitaph runs con¬ 
current to the highly organized punk 
scene today. While Epitaph has made 
such extraordinary efforts to get 
distributed through anyone that will 
buy enough of their products, it has 
totally turned it's back on the DIY 
punk scene that has built up the bands 
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on the label. I know for a fact that 
Epitaph does not sell directly to 
any stores and makes no serious at¬ 
tempt to reach stores directly other 
than sending promo posters and promo 
CD's. For a small retail store, this 
means they have to look to a One-Stop 
distributor and these aren't really 
set up for small accounts. So the 
chain stores benefit because the small 
retailers don't have the economic 
clout to compete. What about the 
people who set up small tables at 
shows? Epitaph completely ignores 
the whole DIY distribution network, 
simply because it is not profit-ori¬ 
entated enough. 

The last time TOTAL CHAOS where 
out this way, they were very persua¬ 
sive in the conviction that Epitaph 
is really a great label. We believed 
them and actually started distribut¬ 
ing some Epitaph titles through PE. 

It did not take long for a bad taste 
to form with our dealings with Epi¬ 
taph. Maybe because we attempt to do 
business in a respectful, personal 
(punk) way instead of corporate im¬ 
personality. As well, Epitaph sells 
their products to wholesalers well 
above the usual price for punk re¬ 
leases. Once we put on our normal 
markup, Epitaph releases cost as much 
as imports. Maybe we didn't order 
enough to get the real big discount, 
who knows? In the end, it is the 
"consumer" who suffers by having to 
pay more for their Epitaph records 
than for most other labels. When an 
Epitaph release is sold down the road 
at a big chain store, owned by one of 
the massive, multinational distribu¬ 
tors, it hurts the small retailers 
because the big chain stores can out- 
price them. 

I am the person who wrote the 
Dead Silence description in the cata¬ 
log and I am the person to blame for 
calling Total Chaos sellouts. I have 
nothing personally against any mem¬ 
ber of the band, just against their 
defection from the punk scene. Rob 
Chaos knew about the Sony P & D deal 
in Japan and still defended Epitaph's 
reasons for doing so, reciting Brett's 
reasons for doing so. Reason being, 
there are no other reliable distribu¬ 
tors in Japan. I know for a fact 
this isn't true, in fact quite the 
opposite! 

In a recent interview, Terri from 
the band Red Aunts and an Epitaph 
employee, stated that Total Chaos has 
sold 100, 000 records. How does this 
explain Total Chaos being "financially 
destitute?" Are the members of To¬ 
tal Chaos so inept at life that they 
can't take care of themselves? Should 


we excuse their laziness? Total Chaos 
are, at best, a mediocre punk band 
and the only reason they've sold so 
many records is through extensive hype 
and the fact that Epitaph records 
are in every chain store across the 
country. Does Total Chaos not care 
that they've been turned into a com¬ 
modity to be bought and sold? What's 
going to happen when punk is no longer 
such a big fashion and the next fad 
catches on? It's the real punks that 
are left behind that have to clean up 
the mess such as what happened after 
the big metal crossover fad of the 
80's which (thankfully) faded away. 
We've seen our scene used and nearly 
destroyed by corporate flirtation in 
the past. Profane Existence has in 
fact turned down several P & D deals. 
Sure, it would be cool to have our 
records sold in every bum-fuck town 
around the world, but not if the re¬ 
sult of it is destroying our scene 
and abandoning our grass-roots punk 
ethics. 

The crossover is over. We won't 
be fooled again.

Hello, I would like to tell a 
story about peer oppression in high 
school. Recently one of my best 
friends was beat up, and while un¬ 
conscious, the steroided up jock guy 
kicked him in the head, causing him 
to be sent to the hospital.

It is not right to let 
them harass us, and really not right 
for us not to say anything back. So 
I told them what I thought of their 
ignorant violent ways and of course 
they responded with violence. 

This happened a couple of times 
and I really am not sure anymore if 
there is any way they are going to 
react different. Maybe it's a com¬ 
bination of things like the pressure 
to be cool or the steroid use by some 


of them I am sure all of these things 
play a factor. Well I just wrote 
because I am sure this is not an 
isolated situation around this coun¬ 
try and it should be more talked about. 
We must work to stop this mentality. 
It's just another example of how our 
society really is.

As an East Bay punk, and having 
been at Chaos Days USA '95, I am 
writing to tell you that the small 
article you printed on that subject 
in PE #26 was total bullshit. First 
of all, the reason that it didn't 
turn out the way we would have liked 
was; A) Some fuckhead(s) spread a 
rumor that it wasn't happening. B) 
People either thought it wouldn't 
amount to anything, was just for Cali¬ 
fornia punx, or whatever, and de¬ 
cided it wasn't worth the trip.

Both (minor) fights happened on the 
5th during the Quincy Punx show (which 
usually have fights), and were be¬ 
tween local people.

I'd like to show you the clearest 
example of big pressure under which 
live punks and other free-minded 
people in region of ex-Yugoslavia. 
This is a story about one night in 
Croatia that I obtained from my Hun¬ 
garian friend. 

In 'Bowling Alley' night club in 
Samobor, near Zagreb, on the 6th of 
November, about 500 young people met 
on punk show that actually never 
started, 'cos of police intervention. 
For that "task" wasn't ENOW local 
police squad, no- they were supported 
by specials from Zagreb, newspapers 
in Croatia report that their action 
was "a school example of an anti- 
terroristic attack"- cops first by 
shooting from automatic weapons scat¬ 
tered surprised boys and girls, af¬ 
ter what they started to hunt 'em 
through the town, beating 'em up and 
packing into police vans. By the 
way, they cudgeled mercilessly ev¬ 
eryone who stood in their way, re¬ 
gardless of their connection with the 
"subversive" gig. For Reminiscence 
they left us stains of blood on Samobor 
houses' walls. Everyone whom they 
caught, pigs battered with sticks, 
boots and butt-ends of their guns. 
On the bus station in center of town 
they forced two girls to lie down 
with hands on the nape of their necks, 
after that they began to jump on the 
girls' backs! Near one supermarket 
they did the same thing with a group 
of almost 20 people, cudgeling them 
in the heads and backs, shooting in 
the air and shouting. Also they "cap¬ 
tured" a 13 year old girl from the 
neighborhood who was buying something 


in the supermarket, and one police¬ 
man was knocking her head into the 
wall till it was painted red. (Sorry 
I'm not quite good with English) 

Little groups of runaway punx were 
chased till the dawn, and toward one 
group that ran into a corn field cops 
opened fire from their Kalashnidows 
(or however you spell it). Fortu¬ 
nately, they wounded no one. 

Actors of unrealized gig did noth¬ 
ing to invite so nefarious and re¬ 
pugnant reaction- that's what a lot 
of "normal citizens" confirmed. Only 
motive for this, obviously well 
planned, attack could be look of those 
young anarchist- many of them had 
bright colored mohawks, spiked hair, 
"strange" clothes or other signs of 



their "appearance". 

The reason I'm writing this let¬ 
ter to you is to describe to your 
audience what the conditions are like 
for being an anarchist, a punk in 
this part of the world. In this 
fucked up by the war region, in 
Croatia, Slovenea, Serbia, and Bosnia. 
It's hard to fight back with guns in 
front of your face, it's hard to dis¬ 
tribute the ideas when they do things 
like this. This is just one of the 
examples, not the only one. That's 
the reason why you never heard any 
bands from Belgrade, except, maybe, 
Dead Ideas and Brainstorm. 


Believe me, Belgrade is not bet¬ 
ter than Zagreb, maybe it's even 
worse. It's fucking unbearable! We 
can not contact with our friends in 
Croatia and what we want from you is 
to inform them that we are on their 
side. We don't need this fucking 
war!! Fuck those frustrated, 
homophobic, cocklickers in blue uni¬ 
forms! Let's show them our 
perserverance!

Chris informs me that he 
doesn’t actually kill them per se, he merely 
locks them in cages in his basement and feeds 
them on shredded cabbage. This rings no belts 
With me but I take his Word for it anyway. I 
tell him that being kept in a cage in somebody's 
dim, dank and slimy basement might be con¬ 
sidered by some of the more sentient of us as 
a living death, or perhaps even a fate u/orse 
than death particularly if one had a specific 
aversion (say, an allergy maybe) to or a 
hatred of shredded cabbage as an exclusive 
and staple diet. He doesn't agree. “Eat cab¬ 
bage or die?" he snaps almost flippantly. “. I 
know what I'd do!". So do I, I think, and 
deign to leave it at that. Is anyone really 


killed during the Flints tones (now reduced right¬ 
fully to lowercase). I don't actually recall. / 
can’t remember but, Welt, I Wouldn't be fuck¬ 
ing surprised. In FRESH, a newish slant on 
the ghetto movie there is murder most gratu¬ 
itous; in DOLORES CLAIBOURNE there are two 
killings as the pivotal beginning/end plot de¬ 
vices and everything else in the film, dialogue 
plot and contemporaneous plotette included, run 
around them; in FLIRTING there is death to 
hyper-embetlish, accentuate and finalize the 
asphyxiating sadness of impossible first loss; 
and in CLERKS and MURIEL'S WEDDING inci¬ 
dental demise is used as, to greater and lesser 
extents respectively but essentially in much the 
same manner, pure comedic device as if to say 
maybe it's not an entirely good thing but hey, 
any human experience Would just be hollow 
and somehow monumentally incomplete Without 
it's all-familiar presence. Likewise in MRS. 
PARKER & THE VICIOUS CIRCLE: it ties ev¬ 
erything up nicely. We can end the story now, 
We can relax because our old friend, the scent 
of our immortal toVer, is here again; We toVe 
death. Death, death, death, incidentally no¬ 
body is killed during SPANKING THE MON- 
KE\/, although it does feature an attempted 
murder as Well as a couple of botched suicide 
attempts, one especially hilarious involving a 
belt, a door and that night's dinner. But dark 
and sinister and putrescent and cloying, it 
almost seems to be saying to us: look here, 
look at this, see there are things Worse than 
death, Wouldn't you rather have that) Don't 
you Want your old friend back) There are 
some things even Worse than being force-fed 
shredded cabbage, it seems. 

During the dark depression days of the 1930's 
the burgeoning movie industry Was used in an 
obscenely politically manipulative Way on the 
part of the status quo With cute lit' starlets 
tike Shirley Temple exhorting us alt to keep our 
sunny sides up, I got a pocketful of dreams, I- 
got-plenty-of-nothing-and-nothing's-plenty-for-me. 
Upon an even moderately close inspection it's 
present-day equivalent looks at least as nause- 
atingly ill: and that's Without giving the slightest 
mention to the monolithic corporations involved. 
Then again, this is the fucked-up culture that 
We are forced to live under, but it somehow 
seems to me to be the only sickening device to 
legitimize it. / attempt to make no secret of 
the fact that I am a film geek: it may yet 
even save me from Various diseases of liver or 
Worse. But sometimes I do Wonder just what it 
is / am doing and, indeed, whether or not 
there is anything out there at all. 

yAHOO! STOP THE PRESS!! Scrumpy the Muppet 
tells me that CIRCLE OF FRIENDS, based on the 
novel by MaeVe Binchy, involves no killing Whatso¬ 
ever. Again, 1 can't exactly recall but I think I'll 
take her Word for it; it's late. So it appears that 
Ireland is the place to go to avoid kifling and the 
cycle of Violence. Strange, small World eh) 



I Just walked out of my horrible factory Job 
today because they told me that If I didn’t smell 
better I would be fired the next day. Ha! They 
asked me to sign a form acknowledging that I 
was aware of the hygiene policy and that I was 
In violation of the factory rules. I walked out 
wishing that I had at least blown up at the mana¬ 
gerial scum. Well, we often have such thoughts 
In retrospect. For the first time I have witnessed 
a corporation use smell as a scapegoat to drive 
a bunch of radical types out. Geeze... In the old 
days they used to call you a communist or an 
anarchist. I think In the 80 s they could get away 
with calling you a satanlst. But r now In the ’’tol¬ 
erant'' era of the 90 s they have to tell you that 
you are too smelly to hide their discrimination. 

They called all the ’’weird" looking people In 
for these complaints ; / thought this was normal 
and was rather unsurprised. The faceless man¬ 
agers always started things off by saying that 
’’Now this Is Just as uncomfortable for us as It Is 
for you...": sound familiar? But at the last com¬ 
plaint meeting they also called In an Immigrant 
from Africa who was working with us. I think he 
was from Somalia. I really felt sorry for him 
when corporate amerlkkka told him that he was 
smelly. He suddenly had this horrible stricken 
look on his face and with great surprise said that 
this had never happened to him In his life. I felt 
so sorry for him because he looked so surprised. 
Welcome to Amerlkkka! We were all told to shape 
up or we were to be fired In the morning. He 
stuttered out that he bathed everyday of his life. 
Now, In the 90 s, everything that Is zenophoblc, 
racist, classlst, and close minded can be carried 
out under the banner of hygiene. What better 
way to fire people without "breaking any laws". 
By the way, anyone that wants to carry out any 
bombing missions or plant a computer virus, this 
place Is called "Rlvertown Trading Company" or 
"Wireless Mailorder". 

Anyways, getting back to punk rock, I have 
something to say. Sorry all you captivated read¬ 
ers didn't see any column last Issue. I was off 
riding freight trains for the summer seeing the 
"endless skies" of one of my favorite states, Mon¬ 
tana. However, I would like to point out some¬ 
thing that I'm sure that you all already realize. 
It seems that punk Is becoming much less politi¬ 
cal to me, both In terms of the global political 
situation and animal rights. 

Many people point out that they can't stand 







" politics" because of the "P.C." movement. It has 
made being politically aware distasteful. Oh well, 
I guess we ll all just let the "P£. movement " dic¬ 
tate our ideals. I don't think so. I firmly believe 
that the only difference between punk and Just 
another trend Is political values that translate 
Into life-styles and cultural practices. In this 
sense I think punk Is unique. We ve got to main¬ 
tain a political standpoint or punk will die. It 
will die because without a political awareness, 
punk will not be able to maintain an environment 
where punk will survive. Its called self-preser¬ 
vation, from corporate takeover or political crack¬ 
down. 

Political concepts give punk Its culture and 
organizing ability ; they give punk It's framework 
to function. Extreme Noise Records would never 
have arisen without political concepts and frame¬ 
works that give rise to attempts to organize 
projects like the above. To maintain a greater 
level of organization (l.e. more shows, projects, 
events, etc) we need a well developed Idea of 
"anarchist" (I hope this doesn't sound cliche...) 
anti- authoritarian concepts. 1 believe that these 
will give us the cooperation and framework to 
organize more. This Is one of the reasons that I 
am getting so frustrated with bands singing such 
cliche lyrics that have no depth. Especially these 
"Dlschargeesque" lyrics that are totally simplis¬ 
tic. Singing should be a way to carry Informa¬ 
tion and content. This Is not to say that I'm to¬ 
tally against singing about drinking and comrade¬ 
ship. I think this Is an Important part or punk 
also. 

Maybe If people read more... I like reading a 
lot. I would suggest we promote reading In the 
punk scene. I think It's really underrated. I see 
so many people wasting away In front of the 
"cyber god ". It sucks. I hate It when I see that 
people have disdain for learning and reading. I 
think It really makes elements of the punk scene 
shallow. I guess I am writing this because I Just 
feel that we need some Invigorating Ideas and 
energy now. Stagnation Is always a constant 
danger to punk. 

I often feel that this Is one of the reasons 
that people In amerlkkka always Idealize the Eu¬ 
ropean scene. Their tours are So much better 
for bands, their squats are so much better and 
more organized, their shows bigger... etc, etc. I 
honestly feel that this Is possibly because we 
have never had a very political punk scene In 
terms of Europe's. People In the U.5. very quickly 
become pessimistic about everything. Their po¬ 
litical Ideals In Europe give them a way to put 
things together In a non-corporate manner. How¬ 
ever, some people In Mpls. lament that the "scene" 

Is shitty but at the same time give up on all 
their Ideals. I feel that the two are linked. 

One last point: lately people have been talk¬ 
ing a lot of shit about "crustles". I feel that this 
Is a really tired and silly fixation. It Is also 
terribly cliche. I think If there Is something 
parasitical that Is wrecking the punk scene It Is 
drugs, drug users (mainly abusers), and espe¬ 
cially drug dealers. I'm not talking some 5.E. 
propaganda, but I don't think we should tolerate 
people In our community selling things like heroin. 
Every time we obliterate ourselves to the point 
of utter stagnation the government laughs all 
the way to the bank. Punk not Junk! Alcoholism, 


which many times Is tauted by punkers. Is also 
something I feel that need not be glorified. Its 
boring at the least. Well... enough. I'll get down 
off my soap box. Oh yeah...The best punk bands 
of 1995: Fleas and Uce, Whorehouse of Repre¬ 
sentatives, State of Fear ; and Ass Rash! (I just 
oh so wanted to add that.) 



Some of tbe most misunberstoob issues in 
tbe punk scene, are tbe related subjects of 
work, welfare, joblessness anb being poor, 
fls if mimicking tbe rigbt-wing politicians, so 
often you will bear misguibeb anb reactionary 
statements come from supposebly "progres¬ 
sive" punks, even tbose wbo woulb call them¬ 
selves anarchists.. Statements like, "get a 
job/' or "I'm sick of my taxes paying so 
Welfare mothers can have babies anb be 
l Q 3Y/* anb other conservative sounbing mumbo- 
jumbo. Cbere is even a letter in this issue 
that pretty much sums up tbe attitube which 
I am so righteously anb justifiably angry about. 
If we are to make a serious attempt at 
changing society, then we can not believe the 
bogma anb lies of the conservative elements 
in our country. We must be able to form a 
group consensus of ibeas as well as bistin- 
guish counter-propaganba from the truth. 

What brings us together as an¬ 
archists (anb anarcbo-punks in our case), 
are the beliefs that we can create a society 
that works together cooperatively, is able to 
look after the well-being anb inbivibual rights' 
of all, without tyrannical (governing) institu¬ 
tions. Cbis ibea is the founbation of all 
libertarian, anti-authoritarian thinking for bun- 
brebs, if not tbousanbs of years, leabing up 
to mobern anarchist organi 3 ational principles 
of tobay. It is important that we keep these 
ibeas in minb when we put it into the content 
of such things as joblessness, work, welfare 
anb social responsibility. It is also equally 
important to unberstanb that these issues 
have to be seen in the content of a larger 
class struggle of the ruling class (the rich 
anb powerful) to bominateb the ruleb (the 
workers anb poor people). 

Cobay's younger generations have 
grown up in the atmosphere of an all-out 
attack against social welfare structures, these 
structures that are "society's safety net" for 
the unberdasses. We hear so much about 
the bloateb bureaucracy of the welfare state, 
of tbe people (reab: minorities, single moth¬ 


ers, young people, elberly etc.) taking ab- 
vantage of our 'barb work/ living an 'easy 
life' from 'tax hollars wasteb on welfare.' In 
essence, tbe philosophy that not having a job 
is equal to Ia 3 iness anb is treateb as crime 
in our society, this anti-poor rhetoric is 
besigneb anb packageb by the conservative 
elements in our society, to shift the blame of 
poor peoples' problems to the poor people 
themselves. Sably, this line of rhetoric has 
been so ingraineb into the minbs of the working 
class, that it has nearly been taken as faith, 
fill the while, this fosters the elitist anb 
selfish attitubes of tbe working class to~ 
warbs the poor, creating a bivision of class 
consciousness even among the people occu¬ 
pying the lowest rung on the economic Jab¬ 
ber. 

fls a beginning we shoulb take a 
look at the fact that not all unemployeb 
people (people who bo not work orbinary 
wage-slave jobs) are in fact not "working." 
In fact, the majority of the "unemployeb" 
sboulb be calleb "unwageb," since most of 
these people put in barb work, as yet unrec- 
ogni 3 eb by the majority opinion. Society as 
a whole gives little crebit to people who 
unbertake such tasks as raising chilbren, 
perform the classic 'housewife' role, or even 
people wbo spenb the majority of their time 
boing volunteer work. (Dany people that the 
general population classifies as "bepenbent" 
are in fact just unrecogni 3 eb for the work 
that they bo. I woulb bare anyone to gather 
a group of "welfare mothers" together anb 
call them Ia 3 y! fls well, there is also a 
serious misconception that you can comfort¬ 
ably live off government hanbouts. Anyone 
that has been on welfare will tell you that it 
may be enough money to survive, but just 
that. tbe benefits are mabe so low that 
anyone receiving it woulb probably rather flip 
burgers for $5 an hour than live such an 
impossibly wretcheb existence (even if it only 
brings a meager improvement to your stan- 
barb of living). 

Cess than a hunbreb years ago in 
this country, there was no such thing as 
welfare, unemployment insurance, (Debicaib, 
CDebicare, Social Security Insurance anb nothing 
at all to protect the masses of the poor from 
being exploiteb by the rich corporations. Cbere 
are some people who woulb like to bo away 
with all social programs, in essence saying 
that everyone shoulb be able to take care of 
themselves, just like in tbe "goob olb bays." 
But what of those bays gone by? Shoulb we 
turn the clocks back to the age of the inbus- 
trial revolution? It was not such a bistant 
time in our past where bunbrebs of tbou¬ 
sanbs of immigrants anb unberdass people 
liveb in fetib shanty towns. A time when it 
meant that to survive was to be exploiteb for 
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your labor anb live in economic slavery* In 
♦be northern States of the U.S., it was to 
work 12 hour shifts, 7 bays a week in crowbeb, 
bangerous factories, for less pay than was 
necessary to survive. In the South, the legal 
institution of slavery bonbeb the workers to 
their exploiters, this economic system is 
birectly bescenbeb from the feubal system of 
lanb"owners anb serfbom anb continueb on 
into the 20th century, however refineb, re- 
nameb or bisguiseb, the system is calleb 
"capitalism" anb is the basis of all economic 
power arounb the worlb. fascism anb Com - 
munism are just bifferent formulas of capital¬ 
ism, abbing a bifferent political combination 
to the set up. 

the only means of struggle avail¬ 
able to the exploiteb classes is self-organi- 
3 ation. Lbere have been many ibeas anb 
practices of organi 3 ation, all with the intent 
of taking the yoke of exploitation out of the 
hanbs of the ruling class. Ibeologies such as 
(Darxism anb anarchism helpeb fuel the fires 
of change as well as give organi 3 ational means 
to make it possible. Cabor unions, unem- 
ployeb people's organi 3 ations, immigrant 
groups, political parties (though always mis- 
guibeb for political power) etc. are probucts 
of these ibeas. Che ibea was to take con¬ 
trol, through self-action, for the betterment 
of the lives of all working class anb poor 
people. Such things like the forty hour work 
week, fair wages, safe working environments, 
etc. were not simply hanbeb bown out of the 
generosity of the ruling class—they were fought 
for, bitterly, anb often with bloob. Social 
Security anb mebical help for the elberly anb 
bisableb were the result of years of bitter 
fighting by working class anb poor people. 
During the Great Depression, it became ap¬ 
parent that the worlb governments only serveb 
the welfare of the ruling class. It was the 
result of years of barb campaigns that pro¬ 
grams for the poor, elberly, homeless anb 
un-employeb people came about. It has been 
speculateb by some political scientists that if 
such social programs bibn't come about bur- 
ing the 1930's, there woulb have likely been 
some sort of revolution in this country. It is 
from the struggles of the working class anb 
poor that we have any form of social wel¬ 
fare institutions at all. 

Cobay, the bominant ibeology blames 
the social programs for bringing society on 
the verge of collapse. Che proponents of this 
ibea are the same people are those who 
claim that our society's (so-calleb) beeline is 
because of our Ia 3 iness anb lack of incentives 
to perform barb work. Usually you will hear 
these statements in comparison to 'abvanceb' 
economic powerhouses such as Japan anb 
Germany (ignoring the fact that both coun¬ 
tries have extensive social service networks 
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ADD universal health care coverage), Anb is 
our society in a state of beeline? If you look 
at the conbitions of every-bay working people, 
you woulb say "yes." fill the while, the 
companies running the show are in fact get¬ 
ting richer anb richer. Over the past two 
becabes, workers have seen their real wages 
rise slower than the inflation rate. Skilleb 
workers are expecteb to work more over¬ 
time than ever before. Worker's benefits 
have been rebuceb or eliminateb completely. 
American companies have moveb their facto¬ 
ries across borbers, where they can pay 
workers' wages substantially lower than lev¬ 
els here. Chrough labor-saving technological 
abvances, less anb less skilleb jobs are avail¬ 
able than ever before. Lbis creates unem¬ 
ployment, which creates more competition for 
available jobs, which translates into lower 
wages for workers anb more profits for the 
bosses (anb shareholbers anb investors anb 
speculators....) these same powers that be 
woulb also like to see a rebuction in social 
programs, because that again lowers the stan- 
barb of living of the general labor pool. It is 
the wealthy interests anb their politically con¬ 
servative allies that seek to strengthen the 
strangleholb on the poor, taxes for social 
programs erobe their profits. Social pro¬ 
grams raise the general stanbarb of living, 
which in turn raises the cost of labor. If the 
people aren't besperate, then they will not 
accept cut-throat, extortionately low wages, 
this is the refinement of the art of maximi3" 
ing profits. 

Power in this country is in the 
hanbs of the wealthy corporations. By fa¬ 
voring politicians who ally themselves with 
their conservative economic policies, the po¬ 
litical agenba is thus bominateb by the wealthy 
elite. Demoni 3 ing poor people is just part of 
the conservative, right wing propaganba mill. 
Che ibea of a "mibble class" is useb to 
bistinguish those who "work" anb those who 
bo not, anb the accusation is always one of 
Ia 3 iness. Chis "anti-|a 3 y" ethic is useb as a 
whitewash to cover-up enbemic racism, eco¬ 
nomic slavery anb patriarchal values that are 
the funbamental basis of exploitation by the 
ruling class. It is all meant to cover-up the 
economic fact that the rich are getting richer, 
while the poor are getting poorer. Sace it, 
a state of class warfare has always existeb 
by the wealthy against the poor. Che latest 
attacks on social programs are just part of 
the ongoing counter-offensive to take away 
gains mabe by poor people. 

It shoulb be pointeb out that the 
majority of government 'welfare' money is in 
fact given to the rich corporations. Do we 
really neeb to continue with expensive, mili¬ 
tary programs in a bay that our once-per- 
ceiveb 'enemies' have abmitteb that they can 
not keep up in an arms race? Do we neeb 


another Cribent ballistic missile submarine, 
whose sole purpose is a pre-emptive nuclear 
strike against foreign cities? In the age of 
lower wages for workers anb skyrocketing 
executive salaries, is this not in fact welfare 
for the rich? Welfare for the stock market 
speculators as well? Are the well-beings of 
corporate executives more important that pro- 
vibing cheap school lunches for chilbren? 
bon't hear much criticism of the bailout of the 
savings anb loan institutions either. the 
cost of 'taxpayer' hollars to bail out these 
corporations coulb easily support 'welfare 
mothers' for becabes to come! In the over¬ 
all spenbing of the U.S. government, social 
programs are in fact a small fraction of what 
♦his country spenbs on military programs. 

the wealthy anb powerful in this 
country love it when working class people 
turn on themselves. We are pointing the 
finger at so-calleb 'la* 3 iness' when the root 
of society's problems stems from the greeb 
of the rich. Let's not fall into the trap set by 
♦heir propaganba. two years ago, people of 
the Uniteb States voteb a presibent into 
office on the platform of universal healthcare, 
the people that electeb him were bupeb into 
believing that any politician can truly be on 
'their sibe.' When Clinton was in fact electeb, 
the wheels of conservativism swung into motion 
anb crusheb any gains promiseb to working 
class people. A furious negative propaganba 
campaign assureb, once again, that the in¬ 
terests of the wealthy woulb be protecteb 
over the rights of the poor anb working 
class, the reactionary forces have once again 
crusheb any hope for working class gains 
through government action, this is part of 
the beep-rooteb legacy of the Reagan-Bush 
era anb it's still strong tobay. 

Since the fight in the political arena 
has been blockeb by the interests of the rich, 
this opens a whole new area of activism in 
which anarchists can actively participate in. 
We know that no matter how 'bemocratic' a 
government claims to be, it will continue to 
serve the interests of the ruling class. Until 
capitalism anb economic slavery is swept 
into the bustpan of history, fighting for social 
benefits for the unberdass will always be a 
part of the class struggle anb the overall 
quest for freeborn. As the hopelessness of 
the situation becomes apparent, there will be 
reneweb interest in workers unions. ODaybe 
the ibea of an "unwageb workers' union" 
may take holb again as well (as it bib buring 
the Great Depression), efforts shoulb be 
mabe towarbs linking the struggle of working 
people anb the unwageb poor. In the enb 
we're all in the same boat together; up shit 
creek anb without a pabble. If we let the lies 
anb beceit of the conservative right form our 
opinions, then the fight will be over before it 
ever really begins.
